that the Government here has intercepted and open'd a 
Packet of Letters that I had ſent to the King niy Maſter, 
directed to Cardinal Alberoni; that I ant now. confin'd to 
my Houſe, as well as the Secretary of the Embaſſy, and 
8 by a Detachment of the moſt Chriſtian King's 
ouſhold Troops z and that all my Papers, as well pub- 
lick as Secret, are ſeiz'd and ſeal'd up. I have not given 
the leaft Occafion for this Violence, it being my Duty 
to ſend Advice to my Sovereign of every Thing that may 
contribute in this critical 9 to his Service, and to 
the needful Defence of b * Dominions, It is W

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that the Rights of Nations are by this Ag lon grievouſly 
infring'd and violated in ſeveral ReſpeRts ; and that ſuch 
a Violation, which is without Example, cries for, ang 
requires all Princes to demand Satisfaction and juſt Repa- 
ration for ſo great an Infraction. I therefore defire you to 
ſend an Account of it ſpeedily to your Court, to the End 
ſo ſtrange, ſo unjuſt, and fo ſcandalons an Example ma 
not receive Authority and Countenance in the World b 
pernicious Silence, I aw, Ce. 


The Abbot d Bois, Secretary of State for foreign 
Aﬀairs, who, together with the Sieur le Blanc, Secre- 
tary at War, was preſent at the ſecuring the Perſon 
and Papers of the Embaſſador, writ likewiſe a circy- 
lar Letter te the ſeveral foreign Miniſters at the French 
Court, and particularly to the Earl of Stair, his Bri.

Lord, Paris, Decemb. 10. 
S what paſs'd Yeſterday with relation to the 
Prince de Cellamare, will doubtleſs excite the pub- 
lick Attention, and as the King is defirous to make 
known the Motives of his Reſolutions when they may 
concern Sovereign Powers; his Majefly has commanded 
me to acquaint your Excellency, that it was not 'till 
after there were found, by an unexpected Accident, in 
a Packet which the Prince de Cellamare had entruſted to a 
Perſon who was going to Spain, Proofs under that Embaſla« 
dor's own Hand, of his Abuſe of the Characters with 
which he is veſted, in inciting the King's Subjects to a 
Revolt, and the Plan of the Conſpiracy which he had 
torm'd, to deſtroy the Government and Tranquillity of 
the whole Kingdom, that his Majeſty was induc'd to take 
the Reſulution to put him under the Guard of one of the 
Gentlemen in ordinary of his Houſhold and to oblige him 
to ſeal up with his own Seal, jointly with that of his 
Royal Highneſs the Regent, the Papers of his Embaſly, to 
revent their being convey'd out of the Way, This 
s what his Majeſty had order'd me to fignify to your 
Excellency, That you may inform the King your 
Matter of it, *till what ariſes from this important Diſ- 
covery be fet forth in its full Light. can at the 
fame Time affyre your Excellency, that the indiſpenft 
ble Neceſſity of taking Care on this Occafion of the 


Tranquillity of che People, was the only Motive Gy 
eu 
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could have wrought upon his Majeſty to ſecure himſelf, 
by the Meaſures he has taken, againſt the dangerous 
Prattices of the Prince de Cellamare ; and that it was not 
without great Repugnance he prevail'd with himſelf ta 
take this Reſolution, though it be accompany'd with all 
the Regard and all the Marks of Conſideration poſſible 
fox the Embaſſador of a Prince, whoſe Friendſhip will 
be ver dear to him, and who is incapable of entering 
into Tuch pernicious Deſigns. I beg your Excellency to

Found it more neceffary to uſe Precaution than 
1 Diligence in the Choice of the Means to convey 
to your Eminence the Papers I have here inclos'd ;z and 
therefore I have put this Packet into the Hands of Don 
Vincent Porto Carrero, Brother to the Count de Monteije, 
who goes to the Place where you are, charging him 
with great Care to deliver it to your Eminence. I have 
double ſeal'd it, and put it in two Covers. Your Emi- 
nence will find therein two different Minutes or Draughts 
of the Manifeſtoes, mark'd Ne 10 and 20, which our 
Workmen, (Agents) have compos'd, being of Opinion, 
That whenever the Mine is to be ſprung they may ſerve 
as a Prelude ts the Fire. : 

One of theſe Minutes relates to the Inſtances of the 
French Nation, of which I ſent a Cypv to your Emi- 
nence dy an extraordinary Courier. The other with -

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out any Relation to theſe Inſtances, ſets forth the 
Grievances ſuffer d by this Kingdom, grounding upon 
that Foundation the Reſolutions of his Majefly, and 
requeſting the Conyocation of the States. If it is our 
Misfortune to be oblig'd to have Recourſe to extream 
Remedies, and begin the Enterprizes, it will be neceſſa- 
ry for his Majeſty to chuſe one of theſe two Ways, and 
that he examine the Writing mark'd Nꝰ 39, in which 
our Partiſans take the Liberty to propoſe to him, with 
Reſpect, all the Methods they think convenient, or ra- 
ther neceſſary for the Accompliſhment of our Deſires; 
for avoiding the Misfortunes which they foreſee to be 
ready to happen, and for ſecuring the Life of his Moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, and the publick Tranquillity. The 
Writing mark 'd N? 40, is a ſhort Account of the ſeve- 
ral Tranſactions that have happen'd in other Minorities 
which may be a ſufficient Inſtruction to regulate ſeveral 
Meaſures which are to be taken in the preſent Conjunc- 
ture. Laſtly, I ſend to your Eminence in ſeparateSheets, 
under Ne 45, a Catalogue of the Names and Quality of 
all the French Officers, who defire to be employ'd in the 
Service of his Majeſty, When your Eminence has ſeen 
all theſe Memorials, you may give your, Advice on the 
Contents thereof, that his Majeſty may take ſuch Re- 
Tolutions as he ſhall find moſt convenient for his Ser- 
vice, If War and Violences force us to ſet our Hands 
to work, it will be neceſſary to do it before we are 


weaken'd by the Attempts made upon us, and our 


Workmen (Agents) diſcourag'd, without ſparing Time 
or Money. If we are forc'd to accept a feign'd Peace, 
it will be neceſſary, in order to keep the Fire alive 
under the Aſhes, to give it ſome Fuel : And if the 
Divine Mercy be pleas'd to appeaſe the Jealouſies and 
preſent Diſſatisfactions, it will be ſufficient, out of the 
Gratitude to which we are oblig'd to protect and favour 
the moſt confiderable Chiefs, who expreſs now ſo much 
Zea) for the Service of our Maſter, and light the Dangers 
to which they expoſe themſelves. I expect the deciſive 
Reſolutions of his Majeſty thereupon, and in the mean 
Time I endeavour to keep up their Good Will, and re-

SIR, 

HE chief Author of our Deſigns earneſtly charg'd 

me ſome Months ago to convey to your Eminence 
the Letter annex'd hereunto x and to accompany the 
Inſtances of M with the moſt preſſing Teſtimo- 
nies and Offices. I deferr'd the Executing of this Com- 
miſſion *till I had a ſafe Opportunity, that the Secret 
might not be expos'd to any Danger. I muſt now tell 
your Eminence, that I hear that Perſon ſpoken of as a 
Man of great Merit ; and that the whole Party con- 
cern themſelves very much in what relates to him. 
It was propos'd to introduce into his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice M „a Man of Quality; and becauſe he is 
recommended to me by our Workmen, (Agents) LI 
have diſtinguiſh'd him from the general Catalogue which 
I ſend to your Eminence. Theſe Gentlemen have told 
me, moreover, that they may diſpoſe of M as 
they pleaſe ; who is the Perſon that was ſent for hither 
by the Regent, to cauſe, as they ſay, the Miquelets 
of Catalonia to riſe ; and they would till more ftrong- 
ly engage and fecure him by an annual Gratuity or Pen- 
ſion. 

As to what relates to the Anſwers given by your 
Eminence to my Propoſit ions of the firſt of Auguſt laſt, I 
muſt tell you, that the Credential Letters which were 
deſir'd, were to ſerve for the Offers, Demands, and Pro- 
poſitions which I ſhould have Occaſion to make, accor- 
ding to the Conjunctures, to the Parliaments, the Body 
of the Nobility, and the States-General, And that there- 
fore they were to be drawn up in Form of full Powers 
which ſhould be at the ſame Time limited by the Inftruc- 
tions of his Majeſty, for my Conduct. 

Whenever it is proper to ſet the Hands to Work, it 
will be neceſſary for his Majeſty to write to all the 
Parliaments, conformably to the Letter he has already 
written to the Parliament of Paris, which has remain'd 
depoſited in my Hands; and I will fend by the ordi- 
nary Way to your Eminence a Catalogue of the Num-

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ber of thoſe Parliaments, and the Manner to be obſery'q 


in the Superſcriptions, 


As in the preſent Agitations ſome Misfortune may 


befall his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, which God avert, I 
defire your Eminence to conſider, that the precious 
Life of that Monarch happening to fail, I ſhall find 
my ſelf imbarraſs'd, wanting the neceſſary Inſtructions 


to act; it may alſo happen that Monſieur the Duke of 


Orleans ſhould come to fail, (vint a manquer, veniſſe a 
mancare ) in which Caſe I ſhould find my ſelf under 
the greateſt Difficulties, in Reſpe& to the new Form the 
Regency might teke; and in relation to the Deſigns, 
which it would be neceſſary to facillitate ur not, on 
the Part of his Majeſty. 

Monſieur the Duke de Chartres might pretend to 
come in the Room of his Father, and, in order to 
furmount the Obftacles of his Youth, ſubmit to a 
Council like unto that which was conſtituted by the 
late King in his Teſtament. Monſieur the Duke de 
Bourbon might likewiſe, to the Excluſion of the Duke 
de Chartres, pretend to the abſolute Authority exercis'd 
now by Monſieur the Duke de Orleans. And it is ne- 
ceſſary to conſider of this Caſe, and take the Party 
which would be moſt advantageous to his Majeſty's 
Service. His zealous Servants of the French Nation are 
more inclin'd for the former than the latter. I am Oe.

When the King's Service and the neceſſary Precau- 
tions for the Security and Tranquillity of the State will 
permit the publiſhing of the Projects, Manifeſtoes, and 
Memoirs, mention'd in the two Letters aforeſaid, the 
World will ſee the Circumſtances of the deteſtable Con- 
ſpiracy contriv'd by the ſaid Embaſſador, to bring about 
a Revolution in the Kingdom.

This Intrigue which the Prince de Cellamare was car- 
tying on, happen'd to be diſcover'd by. the following 
Accident. That Miniſter having written the above 
Diſpatches to his Court, entruſted them to one of the 
Sons of the Marqueſs of Monteleone, and to the Ab- 
bot Porto Carrero. Theſe two Gentlemen, who 
kad only Sir Joſeph Hodges with them, ſet out —

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Poſt-Chaiſe from Paris for Madrid; but they, had not 
got above two Leagues of their Way, when the Chaiſe 
broke and overturn'd in a Slough of Water: The Poſtil - 
lion who drove them obſerv'd, that they were extreamly 
concern'd that a Portmantua they had with them, was 
fallen into the Water, and heard one of them ſay, That 
he had rather loſe a hundred thouſand Piſtoles than his 
Portmantua: In ſhort, the Chaiſe was ſoon repair'd, and 
they arriv'd in it at the End of their firſt Stage, where, 
according to Cuſtom they took a freſh Chaiſe and freſh 
Horſes. The Poſtillion being return'd to Paris, related 
this Accident, and the uncommon Concern the Gen- 
tlemen had ſhewn for the Portmantua's falling into the 
Water: This being reported to the Regent, he afſem- 
bled the Council of Regency, where it was reſolv'd 
to ſend after and arreſt them, Thoſe who were 
charg'd with that Commiſſion, overtook them at 
Poitiers, about eighty Leagues from Paris, and having 
arreſted their Perſons, took the Portmantua and ſent it 
to Paris, where it was open'd, aud the two above Let- 
ters, among others, were found in it. The Prince de 
Cellamare was kept at his own Houſe *till the 13th of 
December, and then ſet out from Paris, under a Guard of 
50 Gers d' Armes, to be conducted to the Frontiers of 
Spain. 

he Marqueſs de Pompadour, and ſeveral other Per- 
ſons of Note, were immediately taken up and impri- 
ſon'd for being concern'd in this Spaniſh Conſpiracy : 
And on the 29th of December the Duke and Dutcheſs 
of Maine were taken into Cuſtody, with ſeveral Perſons 
of their Retinue, among them, their Intendant, the 
Sieur Maleineux. The Duke was ſent Priſoner to the Ci- 
tadel of Dowrlens ne ar Amiens, in Picardy, and the Dutch- 
eſs to the Caſtle of Dijon, in Burgundy. Their two Sons, 
the Prince de Dombes, and the Count 4” Eu, were order'd 
to repair, the firſt to Bourges, the other to Gien ; but this 
was countermanded on the Interceſhon of their Uncle, 
the Count de Thoulouſe, who paſs'd his Word for their 
Fidelity and quiet Deportment. The Cardinal de Polig- 
nac was order'd the ſame Day to repair to his Abbey of 
Anchin, which he did accordingly, attended by one of the 
Gentlemen of the King's Houſhould, that Place being 
allow'd him for his Priſon. 

On the 2gth of Dec, O. S. [ Jan. 9. N. S. ] War 
vas proclaim'd at Paris againſt Spain, by Virtue of an 

: Ordinance 
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Ordinanc of the French King, bearing Date the ſame Day. 
A Manifeſto was likewiſe publiſh'd at the ſame Time, 
inlarging on the Reaſons mention'd or only hinted at in 
the Declaration. Theſe two Pieces are as follows, 
BY THE KING. 
H I'S Majeſty, faithful to the Engagements which 
the late King (of glorious Memory) enter'd into 
by the Treaties of Utrecht and Baden, and ſenſibly 
touch'd by the Counſels he gave him in the laſt Mg. 
ments of his Life, to think of no other Glory but 
the Peace and Happineſs of his Kingdom, has directed 
His Steps hitherto by thoſe Rules, which ſhall forever 
be ſacred to him. His Majeſty, by the Advice of 
the Duke of Orleans, Regent, apply'd his firſt Cares to 
the Uniting conſiderable Potentates for maintains 
Ing the Peace by the Tripple Alliance of Janus 
1717. That Precaution, and the Neutrality eftabliſh'd 
in Italy, left the States adjoining to France in a perfeft 
Calm, and gave Foundation alſo for Hopes of ſup- 
plying by new Meaſures, what ſhould be wanting to 
the Perfection of the Treaties of Utrecht and Baden, 
for eſtabliſhing more ſolidly the Tranquillity of Eu- 
rope e But Spain in violating thoſe Treaties, deftroy'd 
in a Moment all the Hopes of Peace, and made Peo- 
ple fear the Return of a War, as bloody and as obſti- 
nate as that which the late Treaties had terminated. His 
Majeſty has negleRed nothing to ſtop the Fire which 
Spain was kindling, and in Concert with the King of 
Great Britain, he has employ'd all his good Offices for 
negociating an Accommodation between the Emperor 
and the King of Spain, both advantageous and ho- 
nourable to the Catholick King. His Majeſty and the 
King of Great Britain have obtain'd not only all that 
the King of Spain had the moſt earneſtly preſs'd the 
late King to obtain for him, but alſo other great Ad- 
vantages : But as it could not be ſure that the King of 
Spain's Miniſter would moderate the Ambition of his 
Projects, and that it was not juſt that the Repoſe of 
Europe ſhould depend upon his Obſtinacy or his ſecret 
Views; his Majeſty and the King of Great Britain 
could not refuſe, upon the Inſtances that were 
made to them, to agree, according to the Uſage fre- 
quently practis'd on important Occafions for the pub- 
lick Good, that if any of the Princes intereſted, re- 


; nſent to P they ſhould unite their 
fus'd to conſent to Peace, y . 
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Forces to oblige him thereto. The Emperor and the 

King of Sicily have conſented to it: But all the Means 
which his Majeſty and the King of Great Britain have 

uſed, ſeparately and jointly, with the King of Spain, 

not having been able to make him ſuſpend his Enter 

prizes, nor make him-relifh' a Peace ſo ſuitable to his 

Intereſts and his Glory, his Majeſty could not avoid 

to at accord ing to the Engagements which he enter'd 

into by the Treaty of London, of the 2d of Auguſt lait, 

without violating Juſtioe, aud abandoning the Inte- 

reſts. of his People: And be is oblig'd, in Conſe. 
quence of the third ſeparate Article of the ſaid Trea- 
ty, to declare War agalnſt the King of Spain ; yet at 

the ſame Time conjuring him with the ſame Inſtances 
that have ſor a long Time been inceſſantly made to him 

not to refuſe Peace to a People who have brought him 

up in their Boſom, and have generouſly ,exper'd theit 

Lives and Eſtates for maintaining him on the Throne 

of Spain, as he has himſelf acknowledged in his De - 
claration of the th of November laſt. If his Majeſty 

be forc'd to carry his firſt Arms againſt him, he has at 

leaſt the Cenſolation of preferring nothing to that Prince, 

but only the Safety of his own People, if indeed Ar- 
ming at this Time againſt Spain be not as much for the 

Intereft of that Prince and his. Kingdom, as fot the In- 
tereſt of all Europe. And for this Purpoſe his Majeſty, 

with the Advice of Monſieur the Duke of Orleans, Re» 
gent, has refolv'd to employ all his Forces both by Sex 
and Land, ſupported by the Divine Protection, which 
he implores upon the Juſtice of his Cauſe, to declare 
War againſt the King of Spain. His Majeſty ordains and 
enjoins all his Subjects, Vaſſals, and Servants, to fall 
upon the Spaniards, and moſt expreſly forbids them ta 
have hereafter any Communication, Commerce, or In- 
telligence with them, upon Pain of Death; and, in 
Conſequence, his Majeſty hath revok'd, and dath revoke 
from this preſent Time, all Declarations, Conventions, 
or Exceptions to the contrary, as alſo all

'Tis known, that in the Courſe of the laſt War, France 
was almoſt reduc'd by her Loſſes to te hard Neceſſity of 
conſenting to the recalling the King of Spain, and that 
ſhe had without Doubt experienc'd that Grief, if Provi- 1 
dence had not inter pos'd, and prevented that Injuſtice, by | 
changing the Events of the War, and the Hearts of our 
Enemies. 

The Rights of the Catholick King were acknowledg'd 
at Utrecht; but the Emperor, altho* abandon'd by his 
Allies, would not yet renounce his Pretenſions, The ta- 
king of Landau and Frilurg could not even reduce him

The King of Spain had often repreſented to the late 
King, by Letters written with his own Hand, that hit 
Condition was not ſecur'd by the Treaties of Utrecht, 
You will eaſily judge, ſays he, in one of his Letters of the 
16th of May, 1713, that the Peace, the Solidity whereof 
all the World equally deſires, cannot be ſtable, if the Arch 
duke, who diſputes with me the Crown of Spain, doth nat 
acknowledge me its lawful King. 

You know, writes that Prince in his Letter, Jan iz, 
1714, that I have comply'd with all the Preliminaries, and 
that I am ready to conſent that Naples, the Milaneze, and 
the Low Countries, ſhall remain to the Archduke, as | 
have done by Sicily in Favour of the Duke of Sa vey, 
.and by Gibraltar and the Iſland of Minorca in Favour 
the Engliſh, and that I am ready to do the ſame by Sat- 
dinia, Favour to the Duke of Bavaria. The Archduke 
"ought, upon theſe Conditions, to renounce what remains to 
me of the Monarchy of Spain.

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This Prince believ'd not himſelf ſecure in the Thront 
of Spain and the Indies, but by the Emperor's ſolemn 
Renunciation of his Pretenſions, and he inſiſted ſo warm- 
ty upon that Security, only becauſe he had known 
the Importance of it, thro* the Extremities he was re- 
duc'd to by the Events of the War, excited by the Em- 

's Pretenfions, This was alſo all that he demand- 
ed of the late King as the moſt ſenſible Pledge of his 
ternal Friendſhip, and as the laſt Effort with which 
be was to crown all that France had done for his In- 
tereſts. The late King labour'd with all the Affection 
of a Father to ſatisfy his Grandſon herein: But as the 
Emperor appear'd inflexible, and that there remain'd 
a Difidence throughout Europe; it being the general 
Opinion that the Peace could not laſt, which kept ſtill 
the greateſt” Part of the Potentates in Arms; the War 
in the North and the Alterations that happen'd in Great» 
Britain, made it fear'd that the Fire of War might 
ſoon be rekindled; it was neceſſary to take again new 
Meaſures for preventing it. 

t was ni theſe ConjuuRnres that the late King was 
taken from France, His Majeſty will never forget thoſe 
Adviſes, ſo ſalutary and ſo important, which he gave 
him in the laſt Moments of his Life. He is willing to 
make it the invariable Rule of his Reign, and the 
World will ſoon ſee that all his Steps have been anſwera- 
ble to it. 

The long Wars had left in the Remaing of an 
Averſeneſs and Hatred againſt us, which lay ready to re- 
vive; and our Neighbours, ſtill full of the Jealouſies and 
Fears they had ſo often had in our Proſperities, and even 
at our Reſources in our greateſt Diſgraces, already me- 
ditated, for finiſhing our Downfall, to take Ad vantage of 
the Minority of the King, and the exhauſted State of 
the Kingdom, of which we ourſelves complain'd ſo 


The old League threaten'd to join again, and the Na- 
tions mutually excited one another to War, by the Im- 
portance of ſecuring themſelves forever againſt a Power 
too formidable, and which they took Pains to render 
odious by unjuſt Reproaches of its Unſincerity. 

What Means was there more ſure for diſſipating 
this Storm, than by uniting our ſelf with the Potentate, 
who, in Concert with us, had reſtor'd Peace by the 
Treaty of Utrecht? The King neglected nothing for ſuc-

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ceeding in that Deſign. A Confidence between the two 
Potentates was by his Care reſtor'd, and they ſoon 
comprehended, that nothing would mere contribute to 
confirm the yet ill-fecur'd Peace, than a defenſive 
Alliance between France, ' Ergland, and the Republick 
of the United Provinces, for maintaining the Treaties 
of Utrecht and Baden, and for the mutual Guaranty of 
their Dominions. But before any Overture of Negoci · 
ations, his Majeſty gave Advice of his Deſign to the 
King of Spain. The Duke de St. Aignan had Poſitiyg 
Orders, in the Month of April, 1716, to lay before 
him his Intentions, to offer him all his Aſſiſtance, and 
to invite him to enter into the Alliance, wherein he pro- 
mis'd that he ſhould be receiv'd with all the Regards that 
he could deſire. 

After many fruitleſs Inſtances, the Duke de St. AI- 
nan, upon « new Memorial which he preſented, re- 
ceiv'd at laſt from Cardinal del Guidice an Anſwer, 
dictated in the Cabinet of the Palace by another Mini- 
fter, whoalready bore the Chief Sway, and of whom the 
Cardinal was on this Occaſion only the Interpreter. That 
Anſwer was, The King my Maſter havirg examin'd the Ew 
tract which has been remitted to him, and the laſt Treaties 
fign'd at — has not found in them any Clauſe that needs 
to be conſirm d. | 

How wide a Difference is there between this Anſwer 
and the Letters which the King of Spain wrote to the 
late King, which confiſted wholly of a continual and 
unquiet Repreſentation of the Uncertainty of his State ! 
His Majeſty ſaw well that the Principles of Reconci- 
liation and Peace which actuated him, were not thoſe 
that were conſulted at Madrid; and that Idea was but 
too much confirm'd by the Diſturbance the Commerce of 
the French already met with in Spain, by the Advices of 
Alliances that were making with ſome Potentates, un- 
der a Pretence of an approaching Miſunderſtanding be- 
tween the two Nations, and by the ſecret Oppoſition 
which Spain made againſt our Alliance with the King 
of Great Britain and the States-General. | 

The King in the mean Time took no Notice of it 
He did not abate of his Friendſhip and Regard to 
the King of Spain; but waiting patiently for the Time 
wherein he ſhould be more fenſible of his true In- 
tereſts, he caus'd him to be told, that not being able

| The Abbot du Bois was then ſent to Hanover, to treat 
that Affair there with the King of Great Britain; and 
there it was that the Articles were agreed on, which 
were the Foundation of the Treaty of Triple Alliance, 
fign'd at the Hague the 4th of Jan. 1718, after the King 
of Great Britain had himſelf, in vain, imparted it to the 
King of Spain, and way! even affur'd of the invincible 
Repugnance of the Spaniſh Miniſter to any Project of 
Union. 1 | | 

But however favourable that Alliance was to the 
publick Repoſe, it ſupply'd not what was wanting to 
the Perſection of the Treaties of Utrecht and Baden 3 
becauſe the Differences between the, Emperor and the 
King of Spain not being adjuſted in it, Europe was till 
in Uncertainty as to her Condition, and in Danger of 
being plung'd again in War by the: firſt Hoſtillity on 
one Side or other. Iralh alone flatter'd it ſelf witk ſeme 
Repoſe, by Virtue of the Neutrality, which had been 
eftabliſh'd- there by Treaties and Engagements, which 
were look'd upon as the firſt Step and Advance that 
might conduce to Peace. But altho* that Neutrality 
was truly a Law to which each of the two Princes 
had ſubmitted' himſelf, the Good of Europe requir'd 
a more ſure and more ſolemn one, which ſhould: be 
authoriz'd by the mutual Conſent. of the two Con» 
currents, and maintain'd by ſuch Guarantees, that it 
might not be broken with Impunity. Such a Law could 
not be, but by a Treaty which ſhould. terminate for- 
— Diſputes between the Emperor and the King of

The King of Great Britain was willing-to attempt 
the procuring ſo great a Good to Europe, and open'd 
himſelf upon it to his Majeſty, who nw with Pleq+ 
ſure the Intentions of the late King revive; and he 
believ'd it was to akt for a Prince to whom he was 
firictly united by the Bonds of Conſaugunity, to 
favour the Execution of all that paternal Tenderneſs 
had projected for him, and of all that he had him- 
ſelf demanded ſo poſitively and ſo earneſtly. But 
his Majeſty, who had already experienc'd, upon ſeveral 
Occaſions, that nothing which might convince the King

The King of Great Britain made at the fame” Time 
Overtures of his Views at Vienna and at Madrid, They 
were receiv'd favourably at Madrid, ſo far as Diguiſe 
ſerv'd to cover the Enter prizes they were meditating, and 
rejected afterwards with very little Reſpect, as ſdon u 
they thought it their Intereſt to diſſemble no longer. No 
Diſpoſitions were found at Vienna for any Accommodation 
at all, but upon Condition that Sicily, which had bem 
Hitherto an unſurmountable Obftacle to all Propoſitinu 
of Reconciliation. ſhould be put into the Hands of the 
Emperor, becauſe he judg'd it abſolutely neceſſary to 
the Prefervation of the Kingdom of Naples. But then 
it was hoped that on this Condition the Catholick King 
ſhould be acknowledg'd by the Emperor as lawful Pol 
ſefſor of Spain and the Indies > And farther, what was 
a freſh Advantage to him, that the Emperor ſhould con- 
ſent that the Suceſſions of Parma and Placentia ſhould be 
aſſur'd to the Queen of Spain's Children. 
The Difficulties of that Negociation ought not- to 
have hurt the Neutrality of Italy, which was cfta- 
. bliſh'd by the Treaty of Utrecht, March 14, 1713, and 
renew'd and confirm'd by that of Baden. The Em

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Honour that he would nat take Advantage againſt the 
Emperor, from the War the Turks had newly declar' d 
againſt him. The Intereſt of the King of Spain found 
it ſelf conformable to that Promiſe 5 for he had been 
inform'd by the King of Great Britain of the Treaty 
concluded at London the 25th of May, 1716, between 
the 3 and that Prince, importing a Guarantee 
of the inions of the Emperor in Tah, and an 
expreſs Promiſe of giving him Succours in caſe he ſhould 
be attack d. In fine, the Piety ſo well known of the King 
of Spain, was till a greater Security than his Intereſt. 

It could not be ſuſpeted then, that the King of 
Spain, perfectly inſtrufted in the Treaty of 1716, 
would run the Riſque of the Engagement with the 
King of Great Britain, by attacking the Emperor in 
Italy, and failing all at once in his Intereſt and in his 
Zeal far Religion, In the mean Time that Enterprize 
broke out, and we heard that an Armament, made 
by the Funds out of the Eccleſiaſtical Revenues and 
deſign d for ſupporting the Glory of the Chriſtian 
Name, was going to be made Uſe of in violating Trea- 
ties. There was need of no greater Proof than the evil 
Counſels, and the too great Power of the Miniſter, pre- 
rake in Spain over the Intentions and Virtues of his

His Majeſty, alarm'd by a Step ſo dangerous, ſent 
immediately an Expreſs to the Duke de St. Aignan, 
whom he charg'd to repreſent, in lively Colours, to the 
King of Spain, the Dangers to which he expos'd him- 
ſelf; and what ought to make more Impreſſion upon 
him, the Injuſtice of his Enterprize. He pray'd him, 
for the Sake of the common Tranquillity of Europe, 
and for his own perſonal Intereſts, to re-enter into 
the Views of Reconciliation, which the late King, 
his Grandfather, and, after him, the King of Erear 
Britain, had already projeRted between him and the 
Emperor, Some Days after, he again order'd the 
Duke de St. Aignan to act in Concert with the Minifter 
of England, who thad receiv'd the ſame Orders, for 
engaging. the King of Spain to authorize his Embaſſa- 
dor at London, or to fend another Miniſter thither, 
to treat of the Means of ſolidly re-eſtabliſhing the 
Peace. Colanel Stankage was newly arriv'd at Madrid, 
charg'd more particularly to make the (ſame Inſtances. 


The King of Great Britain tet his Majeſty kuaw, qhat 
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as che Evil preſs'd, no Time was to be loſt for Reme- 
dies; that they could not be had, but by the unanimous 
Conſent of impartial Potentates; and defir'd him to ſend 
an Embaſſador to London, whither, upon his Inſtances, 
the Emperor had alſo conſented to Tend a Miniſter. His 
Majeſty accordingly ſent thither the Abbot du Bois 
and being attentive to the Intereſts of the King of 
dne as well as to thoſe of his own Kingdom, he 
eliev'd that he ought to have, in the Conferences 6f 
London, a Minifter who might preſerve to the King 
of Spain, a Liberty to enter into the Negociation, ag 
ſoon as he could be made ſenfible of his true Intereſt, 
But in vain was Hopes given him of obtaining for 
him of the Emperor what he had ſo often dem ndel 
himſelf. We receiv'd nothing from his Miniſter but 
obſtinate Refuſals, and often even Threats of kindling 
again the Fire of War, notwithſtanding all the Mes- 
Fares which we ſhould thing fit to take-to prevent it, 
Spain ſeem'd to look upon the unanimous Sentiments of 
Peace, into which the Potentates enter'd, as a Conſpi- 
racy againſt her. 1 

It was upon theſe Refuſals, and upon theſe mena- 
cing Deſigns of Spain, that the King of Great Britain 
caus'd to be repreſented to his Majeſty, that it was ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to put a Stop to their EffeAs ; and 
that no other Means offer'd to the Prudence of Im- 
or Potentates, than to form, for reconciling the 
Intereſts of the two Princes, a Plan which might be 
propos'd to them, and precure at what Price ſoever, 
their own Tranquillity and that of all Europe. That 
Reſolution favouring on one Side the Confirming of 
the Peace, which was the invariable Object of his 
Majeſty, and giving, on the other Side to the King of 
Spain the Time and the Means of taking Reſolutions 
conformable to his Intereſts, was embrac'd by his Ma- 
jeſty. But, in ordering the Abbot du Bois to enter 
into ſo neceſſary a Project, his Majeſty recommended 
to him nothing ſo Jes as Conſtantly to reject every 
Thing that could ſuſpend or hinder the Concur- 
rence of the King of Spain to this Negociation. What 
Combats had the King of Great? Britain to undergo 
with the Emperor, to ſhake his Adhering to the Pre- 
tenſions upon Sfain and the Indies, to overcome his 
Re pugn ince to ſee the States of Parma and Tuſcany 


enter ene Day into the Hands of a Prince of the — 
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of Spain, and for extinguiſhing his Reſentment upon 


the Infraction of the Treaties, ' for which he thought 


he had a Right to take Revenge! It was not without an 
infinite Trouble, that we got Step by Step over thoſe Ob- 
ſtacles, and at the ſame Time contriv'd Advantages for 
the King of Spain, greater than were given him by the 
Treaty of Utrecht, and conſequently, as is ſeen by his 
Letters, beyond even his own defires. 

Thus was form'd at London, the Projed of Condi- 
tions, which were to ſerve for the Foundation of a ſolid 
Peace between the Eniperor and the King of Spain. 
The perfect Friendſhip of his Majeſty for that Prince, 
was daily ſignaliz'd by the Inſtances which he made 
to him without Interruption, for ſending Miniſters 
who might diſcuſs his Intereſts, by the Means which 
he had inceſſantly manag'd for his entering into the 


Negociation; and by his conſtant Efforts for procuring ' 


him new Advantages in the Treaty it ſelf. But, not 
content with theſe Steps, he carry'd farther his Atten- 
tion and Regards He ſent the Marqueſs de Nancre to 
the King of Spain, to impart to him the Proje& of 
London, while the King of Great Britain did the ſame 


to the Emperor- 


His Majeſty, in the firſt five Months of the Sojourn 
of the Marqueſs de Nancre at Madrid, repreſented in- 
ceſſantly to the King of Spain, That it would be equally 
for his Intereſt and his Glory to abandon an unjuſt Enter- 
prize, and to accept Conditions which he had, as may 
be ſaid, diftated himſelf, by the Inſtances of the late 
King. In fine, and it makes for his Glory to ſay it, He 
demanded of him the Peace of Europe in the Name of 
France, who had maintain'd him on the Throne by ib 
many Labours and ſo much Blood, and in the Name of 
his own Subjects, whoſe Zeal and Adherence, perhaps 
without Example, very well merited of their Prince 
not to be deliver'd into the Horrors of War. | 

All theſe Applications, founded upon the wiſe Con- 


ditions of the Project, drew nothing from the Mi- 


niſter of Spain, but an Acknowledgement of the 
Danger Spain was going to expoſe it ſelf to, by reſiſt- 
ing ſo many Potentates : But he aſſur'd at the ſame 
Time, That his Mafter would not deſiſt from his En- 
terprize, and he was not aſham'd to throw upon him 
the Blame of his own Inflexibillity. In fine, his Ma- 


jeſty let him know in the Month of June laſt, That 
: to! 
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to Madrid. He arriv'd there the Beginning of Auguſt 
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the Love which he ow'd to his People, and which 
ought to prevail above all other Thoughts, forbid him 
Jonger to defer the Signing the Treaty which the Em- 
peror and the King of Great Britain, To which was 
added the Engagement of the King of Great Britain 
would be thereby under to fend a Squadron into the Me- 
diterranean to ſuccour the Emperor, But nothing could 
ſhake the Miniſter, who was more and more incens'd 
by the Applications for Peace, and threaten'd to ſet all 
Europe in a Flame, Sir George Byng, who commanded the 
naval Force of the King of Great Britain, defign'd for 
the Mediterranean, before he enter'd into that Sea, gave 
Advice to the Miniſter of Spain of the precife Orders he 
Had to act as a Friend, if Spain deſiſted from her Enter- 
prizes againſt the Neutrality of Italy, or if ſhe would 
al pend them; and to opppoſe with all his Forces, if 
ſhe perſiſted in it. But the Miniſter only anfwer'd, That 
he might execute the Orders he was charg'd with: Which 
left not the leaſt Degree of Hopes. 

At that Time the War ended between the Emperor 
and the Turks, and orders were already given for — 
ſing great Numbers of Troops into Italy. His Mx 
jeſty, forc'd at laſt by the Circumſtances of Affain, 
no longer heſitated, agreeing with the King of Great 
Britain upon the Conditions which might ſerve for 
the Baſis of a Peace between the Emperor and the 
King of Spain, and between the firſt of thoſe two 
Princes and the King of Sicily; and it was thoſe Con- 
ditions which form'd the Treaty ſign'd at London the 
2d of Auguſt laſt, between the Miniſters of the Empe- 
ror and the King of Great Britain. 

But the King of Great Britain, always conducted by 
a Spirit of Reconciliation and Peace, and being wil- 
ling to prevent the Miſunderſtanding that might ariſe 
between his Crown and Spain, upon Occaſion of the 
Succours he was oblig'd to give to the Emperor, be- 
liev'd he ought to make a laſt Effort with the King 
of Spain; and therefore ſent the Eari Stanhope one of his 
Principle Miniſters of State, to his Majeſty, to paſs al- 
terwards to Madrid, if he thought fit. 

It was while he was at Paris, that we heard the 
News of the Invzſion of Sicily by the King of Spain's 
Troops, which haſten'd the Journey of Earl Stankope 


laſt, and the Marqueſs de Nanere receiv'd freſh Orders 
to 
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to act in Concert with him. But the lively Repreſen- 
tations which both the. one and the other redoubled, 
up-n the Extremities to which the Inflexibillity of the 
Citholick King might carry Things; the Affurance 
that was given him for all his Poſſeſſions by a Recon- 
cilliation with the Emperor, and by the Guarantee of 
the Powers contracting; the Promiſe which his Ma- 
jeſty procur'd for him of the Reſtitution of Gibraltar, 
which ſo ſenſibly concerns all the Spani& Nation, ang 
which their King has for a long Time ardently deſir'd; 
* in fine, the Declaration of the Engagements enter'd 
into at London, and the Neceſſity his Majeſty and the 
King of Great Britain were under to execute them, im- 
mediately after the Expiration of three Months from the 
Day of the Signing the Treaty at London, were all to 
no Purpoſe, Earl Stanhope departed from Madrid, with 
the Attliction of ſeeing that the good Offices and Cares of 
his Maſter for preventing a Declaration again Spain, had 
had no Effect: But he had at leaſt this Conſolation, that 
nothing had been ſpar'd to overcome the Obſtinacy 
of the Miniſter, who was alone the Cauſe of the 
Rupture, and of the Evils that ſhould follow, In the 
mean Time the Marqueſs de Nancre had Orders to tarry, 
becauſe the King was willing to give into the flight 
Hopes which the Miniſter had the Art to keep up for the 
gaining of Time. But his Majeſty was ſenſible at laſt 
of the Uſeleſneſs and of the Condeſcenſion. He was 
ſoon after inform'd of the Violences exercis'd upon the 
Perſons and Effects of the Engliſh in = in Prejudice 
to the 18th Article of the Treaty Utrecht between 
Spain and England, which fixes the Term of ſix Months 
for withdrawing the Perſons and Effects on both Sides in 
Caſe of a Rupture. | 

The Marqueſs de Nancre being at that Time departed 
from Spain, his Majeſty, for ſatisfying the Treaty of 
London, order'd the Duke de St. Aignan to make Com- 
plaints of the Violence exercis'd againſt the Engliſi, 
and requir'd him to declare, that the Term of three 
Months left to the King of Spain for accepting the 
Conditions that was reſerv'd for him, being to ex- 
pire the 2d of November, he could not omit demand- 
ing of that Prince a deciſive Anſwer ; and the King

Hitherto we have only ſpoke in general of the Con- 
ditions reſerv'd to the King of Spain But we muſt ex- 
hHibit them more particulirly, - the better to convince 
the World, not only of the Common Advantage, but 
alſo of the particular Advantage reſulting from them to 
that Prince.

Sometimes 'tis the Pretext of a Ballance that is 
abſolutely neceſſary in Italy, and which we are about 
to overturn by adding Sicily to the other Dominions 
which the Emperor poſſeſſes there. Bnt does the De- 
fire of a more perfect Ballance deſerve, that we ſhould 
re- involve our People in the Calamities of a War, 
from which they have ſo much Difficulty to recover 
themſelves? And is not even this Ballance, the Want of 
which Spain ſeems to regret, ſufficiently ſecur'd, and 
more compleatly, perhaps, than if Sicily had continu'd 
in the Houſe of Savoy ? The Eſtabliſhing of a Prince 
of the Houſe of Spain in the Middle of the Dominion 
of Italy, the Bounds which the Emperor has preſcrib'd 
to himſelf by the Treaty, 2 Guaranty of ſo many 
Powers, the unchangeable Intereſts of France, Spain, 
and Great Britain, maintain'd by the Martime Power; 
do ſo many Securities leave Room to bewail the Want of 
another Equiltbrium ? If at the Time of the Peace of 
Utrecht the Imperial Arms had been poſſeſs'd of Sicih, 
as they were of the Kingdom of Naples, the King of 
Spain wou'd not have made any Difficulty to conſent to 
this Diſpoſition z and the Miniſter of Spain himſelf 
made no Scruple to ſay, that the King his Maſter had 
never reckon'd on his keeping of Sicily, * and that if 
he made a Conqueſt of it, he wou'd be induc'd, fince 
all Europe wou'd have it ſo, to reſtore it even to the 
Emperor ? 

The true Motives of this Refuſal, which have hi- 
therto been impenetrable, come at laſt to break out. 
The Letters of the Spaniſh Embaſſador to Cardinal 
A'beroni have taken off the Veil which cover'd 'em, 
and we now ſee with Horror what it was that made 
the Miniſter of Spain inacceſſible to all Projects of 
Peace, He wou'd thereby have ſeen all the odious 
Plots which he form'd againſt us prove abortive : 
He wou'd have loſt alt Hopes of laying this Kingdom 
deſolate, of raiſing up France againſt France, of ha- 

ving 
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ving the Management of Rebels among all the Orders 
of State, of kindling a Civil War in the Boſom of our 
Provinces 3 and, in fine, of becoming to us the Scourge 
of Heaven, by putting in Execution thoſe ſeditious 
projects, and ſpringing that Mine which was, according 
to the Words of the Embaſſador's Letter, to ſerve as a 
Prelude to the Conflagration. What a Recompence is this 
to France, for the Treaſures and Blood of which ſhe has 
been ſo profuſe for the Sake of Spain! 

Providence has kept off thoſe Calamities from us; 
and all Frenchmen, on the Diſcovery of this Trea- 
ſon prepar'd againſt us, expect and preſs that we 
ſhould revenge it. But his Majeſty eſpouſes only the 
Intereſts of his People, and not his own Paſſions. 
He only takes Arms now to procure'a Peace, without 
abating any Thing of his Friendihip, for a Prince, 
who without Doubt muſt abhor thoſe perfidious De- 
ſigns that were ſorm'd againſt us. Happy wou'd 
it have been, cou'd his Virtues have made him 
Proof againſt being ſurpriz'd by his Miniſter; and 
if by putting pernicious Counſels to Silence for ever, 
he had kept to his own Word, and conſulted his 
Juſtice and Religion, which do all of them ſolicite for 
Peace,

SIR 


HE King of Great Britain, my Maſter, has ſent 

me his Embaſſador Extraordinary to your Majeity, 
tv congratulate you on your Acceſſion to the Crown, 
and to aſſure you, that he deſires nothing more ar- 
dently, than to maintain and improve that perfect 
Friendihip which is ſo happily eſtabliſh'd with your 
Majeſty, and to confirm and increaſe the Union and mu- 
tual Confidence between the two Nations, which is ſo 
beneficial to each of them : As long as theſe Nations 
remain united, no foreign Force can endanger the Con- 
tlitution of either State; and their Union may naturally 
be of long duration, they having nothing to claim the one 
of the other, and there being no Pretenſions to be decided 
between them. | 

Nature has bounded Great Britain by the Sea: She 
ſeeks nothing that belongs to her Neighbours : She 
naturally finds her Advantage in the publick Quiet 
and Tranquillity : Her Intereſt as well as the Inclina- 
tion and Wiſdom of her King, diſpoſe her to defire the 
peace and Happineſs of her Neighbours, and to contribute 
thereto. - 

Your Majeſty is poſſeſs'd of the fineſt and moſt pow - 
ful Kingdom of Europe; it wants nothing but Quite and 
Tranquillity to render it the moſt happy and the moſt 
flouriſhing, | 

Theſe two potent Nations, ſo happily ſituated, united 
by Intereſts ſo natural, and by Treaties ſo wiſely con- 
certed, will not only be happy in the Conſtitutions of 
each State, as long as their Union laſts, but will com- 
municate the Happineſs they enjoy, to their Neighbours, 
and to all Europe. 

The Treaty lately made, ſets out ſo clearly the Bounds 
between the Chief Powers, ſo carefully provides againſt 
all Occaſions of War, that human Prudence can foreſee in 
the Courſe of Time, and ſettles a Guarantee of ſuch a 
Nature, and of fuch a Force, for the publick Tranquil- 
lity, that we have ſtrong Reaſon to flatter ourſelves no

The King, my Maſter, wiſhes your Majeſty my 
enjoy in a long Courſe of Years, you, and your De 
ſcendents, uninterrupted Fruits of that Welfare; af 
that the two Nations, as well as the Kings, may ee 
be united, as well during his Reign as thoſe of hi

As I have had the Happineſs to ſee thoſe Engage 
ments form'd, which unite the King, my Mafiet, wil 
your Majeſty, I ſhall think my ſelf very fortunate | 
by my Endeavours I may any Way contribute to th 
keeping up of this happy Union, and to the rendering!

The Officer, who was charg'd 
with this Order, met the Baron at Stromſtadt, in a Poſt- 
Chaile : The Baron deſit'd him to quit his Hotſe and 
come into the Chaiſe 53 he did fo, and when they 
were got to the next Village, they both alighted and 
went into the Minifter's Houſe, where the Baron pro- 

pos d only to refreſh himſelf, ind have ſome Talk 

with the Officer; but was ſoon told by him, that he 
had Orders to ſecure him: The Baron calmly reply'd, 

That he had long expected it, and delivering his Sword 

to the Officer, Thus, faid he, am I rewarded for all the

of which important Advice I thought it my Duty to ac- 
quaint the States-General. : 
His Majeſty orders me, with the moſt tender Ex- 
reſſions, to declare to you the ftrong Senſe he has of 
kis Obligations to you ; for that, maugre the violent 
Solicitations of thoſe Potentates, who endeavour by 
all manner of Stratagems to perſwade you to enter into 
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. the Alliance, you continue ſtill to ſide with Wiſdom and

His Majeſty, by this very Poft, requires me to re. 
peat to you, on his Part, the ſame Offers, and the 
lame Deſire. I know that the Powers who have diffe. 

rent Views oppoſe it. The Archduke oppoſes it, (and 
indeed he has Reaſon ſo to do) ſince the famous Pro- 
jet, fram'd at Hanover, gives him every Thing; and, 
by Conſequence, he has no Occaſion to court a better Ex- 
pedient, than what is granted him by the fatal Miſtake 
of the Cabinets of France and Ergland. The King of 
. Great Britain, and his Royal Higneſs the Regent, op- 
poſe it alſo for Reaſons which all the World knows, 
and which I think ſuperfluous to mention here, ſince 
they are in every Body's Mouth. Upon this Foot, 
Gentlemen, *tis impoſlible for you to know the Wrong 
done you, in depriving you not only of being Mediators, 
but Neuters, and be able to unfold the hidden Defigns- 
which occaſion ſuch a Refuſal : Whereas his Majeſty's 
entire View has been all along, if he cou'd, to make you 
Arbitrators, he having not courted you either to make 
an Alliance with him againſt the others, nor to take any 
Meaſures which might ever ſo little incapacitate you in 
the great Work of Peace. Tis a Vear and a half ago that I 
had the Honour to tell you this; and I was in Hopes, 
| Month after Month, Week after Week, and Day after Day, 
| to be able to write, that one of your Miniſters would go 


to Spain, to improve his Majeſty's Intention and Confi- 
dence, according to my Inſlances often repeated. Vou

I 
earneſtly wiſh that you wou'd at length think fit to 
make Tryal of his Majeſty's Royal and Sacred Inten-

if | In the m-an Time, as you are concern'd for Peace, let 
j me tell you, that you ought no leſs to be concern'd in 
| guard» 
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guarding aga inſt the Violences done to you, and which 
may rather make it difficult than eaſy to come at. Tis 
a great Paradox, to aſſure you that you will perſwade 
a Peace, by entering into an Alliance which ſavours of 
n»leſs than War; and that the Remedy of Negocia- 
tion is, by this captious Propoſition, entirely rejeQed. 
Add to this, that the King of Spain deſires you, and 
that the others threaten you, and particularly in the 
Article of Commerce. They aim to do you more 
Miſchief by interrupting your Trade, than the King 
of Spain propoſes to do you Good by favouring it. 
God grant that one of thoſe two Powers has not cer- 
tain Views in this Article that look farther. It may 
be, they alſo think of engroſling all Commerce to them- 
ſelves, while the Syſtem of Spain is to ſhare it among all 
Nations. You know, by Experience, how your Mer- 
chants are treated and indulg'd, by the poſitive Order of 
his Catholick Majeſty, in our Ports. 

I wou'd ſay more to you, Meſfieurs, upon what has 
happen'd to the Prince de Cellamare at Paris, and to the 
Duke of St. Aignan at Madrid, if the Time had ſerv'd 
to have inform'd me of his Majeſty's Sentiments. I 
cannot do as the Miniſters of France and England, 
who receive Inſtructions from their Courts twice a 
Week; and who, when they want an Anſwer to ſoli- 
cit and precipitate a Reſolution here, can immediately 
diſpatch Couriers to fetch it, I have therefore Reaſon 
to beſeech you wou'd give me Time; becauſe *tis not 
enough to hear one Side, but both; and 'tis a very 
ſenſible and political Maxim, that Melius eft peccare in 
tempure quam in ſcriptura. And I hope it will not be 
Jong but you will have Explanations upon thoſe two 
Events, very different from what are pretended to be 
given you on the other Hand. |

mov'd, for the adjourning the Debate to the 2d of Met 
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and that the Peers in and about Town, might be ſum - 
mon'd to attend. The E. of O0———— excepted againſt 
the Duke of Somerſet's Propoſal, and among other 
Things, ſaid, That as it tended to take away the 
brighteſt Gem from the Crown, it was Matter of Won- 
der to ſee it ſupported by. thoſe, who, by the great

To this 
the Earl of Sunderland anſwer'd, That tho' the Num- 
ber of Peers were limited, yet the Crown ſhould till be 
the Fountain of Honour, and preſerve its Prerogative 
of creating new Peers, upon the extinction of old 
Titles, for Want of Male Iſſue, which happen'd fre- 
quently, and that thoſe Extinftions would -give the 
Prince on the Throne ſufficient Opportunities to beftow 
Honours upon Commoners of diftinguiſh'd Merit and 
Abilities. His Lordſhip concluded with backing the 
Earl of Carliſte's Motion, and no Member oppoſing it, 
the Debate was adjourn'd accordingly. | .

> Accordingly, on the 3d of March, the Lords, in a 
Committee of the whole Houſe, of which the Earl of 
Clarendon was choſen Chairman, took into Conſideraviog 
the preſent State of the Peerage of 'Great Britain ; and 
the Earl of Sunderland, in a - Speech that ' laſted near 
an Hour, run over the ſeveral Changes that have hap 
pen'd in the Peerage fince the Reign of en. Eli. 
zabeth to this Time; urg'd the Neceſſity of limiting 
the Number of Peers, and propos'd the Scheme before 
mentioned, with Relation both to the Engliſhr and Scotch 
Peers. The Earl of C——— anſwer'd that Speech by 
another of about the ſame Length, wherein his Lord- 
ſhip chiefly endeavour'd to ſhew, That what was ii 
tended to be done, with Relation to the Storch Peerage, 
was a manifeft Violation -of the Treaty of Union and 
the higheſt Piece of Injuſtice ; for it was no leſs than 
to deprive Perſons of their Right, without being heard, 
and without any Pretence of Forfeiture on their Part; 
urging, That the Scotch Peers, who ſhould be excluded 
from the Number of the twenty five Hereditary, would 
be in a worſe' Condition than any other 'SubjeRs, fince 
they would be neither electing nor elected, neither: fe- 
preſenting nor repreſented; which could not fail of 
raiſing dangerous Diſcontents amongſt them; that, be- 
beſides, it would be a Breach of Truſt in thoſe who re- 
preſented the Scotch Peerage, wholly to diveſt their Prin- 
cipals of a Power with which they had intruſted them on- 
ly for a few Years; and there ſore his Lordſhip was of O- 
Pinion, that the Scorch Peers ought to have been conful- 
ted, before any Steps were made in ſo nice and fo impor 
tant an Affaſr. Theſe Objections were reply'd to by 
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the Dukes of B — and , the Biſhop of 
6, and ſome other Engliſh Lords, who were 
ſupported by ſeveral Scotch Peers, particularly the 
Dukes Of Rx — and M. , the Marqueſs of 
1, and the Earl of I, In the firſt 
Place it was alledg'd, That the ſettling the Peetage in 
the Manner propos d, was rather a Benefit than a Diſ- 
advantage to the Scofch Peerage, whoſe Repreſentatives 
were thereby increas'd by Nine, and all made heredi- 
tary 3 and as for thoſe Peers who for the preſent would 
be excluded, they would afterwards have a Chance to 
come in, upon Failure of any of the Twenty five. 
That this Regulation could not be look'd upen as a 
Violation of the Union; two Things only being made 
unalterable Fundamentals of that Contract, viz. Reli- 
gion and the Proportion of publick Taxes ; (to prove 
which, ſeveral Articles of the Act of Union were read) 
and that the conſulting of the Scotch Peers in this Af- 
fair, would be altogether improper and unparliamen- 
tary, and attended with great Incon veniencies. e 
Earl of , in particular repreſented, That the 
bringing in a Number of Peers into that Houſe by 
Election, was certainly derogatory to the Dignity of 
that auguſt Aſſembly, and of the higheſt Tribunal in 
the united Kingdom; and therefore, he had long be- 
fore wiſh'd to ſee this Defe@ in the Union reQify'd, 
and the Scotch Peers freed from that ignominious Mark of 
Diſtintion, which made them. be look'd upon as de- 
pendent on the Court and Miniſtry, and not at Liberty 
to vote, like. the other Members, for the Good and 
Intereſt of their Country. The Earl of , the 
Lord Viſcount T „ and ſome other Peers, declar d, 
That they were not againſt the ſettling and limiting 
the Peerage, but only againſt the doing it in ſuch a 
Manner, which, in their Opinion, was unjuſt, and 
might be attended with dangerous Conſequences ; but 
after a Debate that laſted *till near ſeven of the Clock.

Houſes, That he had receiv'd from his Majeſty's Hands 
from the Throne his Majeſty's Speech to both Houſes of 
Parliament, which he read, and is as follows, viz. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

1 Am now come to put an End to this Seſſion, in which 

you have ſhewn many great and ſeaſonable Proofs of 

your Duty and Affection to my Perſon and Government, 

and of your Care for the Safety and Welfare of your 
Fellow Subjects. 

By the Bleſſing of God on eur Endeavours, we have hi- 
therto diſappointed the ill Deſigns of our Enemies, 
who flatter'd themſelves with Succeſs from our unhappy 
Diviſions. 

We perceive, by the raſh and wicked Counſels which 
have lately prevail'd in the Court of Spain, that the 
deſperate and extravagant Projects of one amitious Man, 
though not capable of giving Fears to their Neighbours, 
may occaſion to them ſome Expence and Trouble. 

That Court being influenc'd by Counſels odious and 
deſtructive to the Spaniards, who find themſelves neg- 
lected and oppreſs'd, after having endeavour'd to foment 
Conſpiracies and Seditions both here and in France, and 
ſtoop'd to Practices unuſual, accompanied by Manifeſtoes 
of a Stvile unheard of among great Princes, has at laſt 
proceeded to acknowledge the Pretender. 

As this News has given great Surprize to all Europe, 
J queſtion not but it will be receiv'd by every good 
Briton with Indignation and Contempt, 1 
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It is our Happineſs, at this —— to find ourſel ves 
aſſiſted by the greateſt Powers of Europe, againſt an Enemy 
that has no Allies, but thoſe who would betray the Go- 
vernments under which they live and are protected. 
Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 

I thank you very heartily for the Supplies you have 
granted me this Year, The Manner in which you have 
rais'd them without any new Buxden to my People, the 
great Addition you have made to the Fund ſor ſinking the 
Debts of the Nation, the Diſchare of the Exchequer Bills, 
and the Proviſion you have made to pay whatever remains 
juſtly due to Foreign States and Princes, are the ſtrongeſt 
Proofs of your Wiſdom, as well as of your Zeal for my 
Service, and the Good of your Country. You may obſerve 
I have hitherto been very cautious of making Uſe of the 
Power you have given me, to encreaſe our Forces by Sea 
and Land, If our Enemies ſhould oblige me to a greater - 
Expence, it ſhall be employ'd for your Service. This is 
what the Truſt you repoſe in me requires at my Hands, 
and what I owe to ſo dutiful and affectionate a Houſe 
of Commons. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

There being nothing more deſirable at all Times than 
a firm Union between Proteſtants, I reflect with Satis- 
faftion upon the Law you have paſs'd this Seſſion, which 
will I hope, prove effectual to that Purpoſe. As it is a 
ſignal Inſtance of Moderation and Indulgence in our eſta- 
bliſh'd Church, ſo I hope it will beget ſuch a Return of 
Gratitue from all diſſenting Proteſtants, as will greatly 
tend to her Honour and Security, both which I ſhall 
ever have near at Heart. | 

I have always look'd upon the Glory of a Sovereign 
and the Liberty of the Subject as inſeparable z and L 
think it is the peculiar Happineſs of a Britiſh King to 
reign over a free People. As the Civil Rights therefore 
and Privileges of all my Subjects, and eſpecially of my 
two Houſes of Parliament, do juſily claim my moſt ten- 
der Concern, if any Proviſion deſign'd to perpetuate theſe 

leſſings to your Poſterity remains imperfect, for want 
Time, during this Seſfon, maturely to diſcuſs and 
ſettle Matters of ſo great Importance, I promiſe myſelf 
you will take the firſt Opportunity to render my Wiſhes 
for your Happineſs compleat and effeQtual, and to ſtreng- 
then the Union, which is of ſo much Conſequence to 
the Welfare of this Kingdoſd.

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If the Circumſtances of my Afﬀairs ſhall allow of my 
going Abroad this Summer, I ſhall take the ſame Care 
of your Intereſt as if I remain'd here. - The many Nego- 
tiations which will be on Foot to reſtore the Peace of the 
North, in which the Trade and Tranquillity of this 
Kingdom may be very much concern'd, will make my 
Preſence there of great Uſe to thoſe my Dominions: And 
as in that Caſe I deſign, by the Bleſſing of God, to meet 
you early next Winter, I will only recommend to you 
moſt earneſtly, that, laying aſide all Animoſities, you 
would, in your ſeveral Countries and Stations, uſe your 
utmoſt Endeavours to preſerve the publick Peace, and 
ſee a due Execution of the Laws.

ther with the Chancellor, Regiſter, Garter King of 
Arms, and the Gentleman-Uſher of the Black Rod, 
Vftcers of the ſaid Order, wearing their different Badges 
and reſpedtive Mantles, waited his Majeſty's coming, 
in the Apartment next to his Bed-chamber : And upon 
| bis Majeſty's Appearance, robed in the Mantle of the 
Order, Garter, by the Sovereign's Command, call'd over 
the Names of the Knights Companions, beginning. with 
the Jurjors, and then the Proceſſion to the Council.

the Knights Companions ſeated themſelves by his Ma- 
jelby's Leave, the Chancellor of the Order ſtanding near 
his Majeſty, and the Regifter between Garter on his 
Right, and the Black Rod on his Left Hand, at the 
Jower End of the Table The Sovereign then order'd 
the Oath of Office to be adminiftred to Jo Ans, Eſq; 
_ Garter, who kneeling, near his Majeſty, took the ſame; 

and afterwards the Oath of Office was in like Manner 
given to Sir William Saunderſon, Knt. Black Rod; which 
beirig done, the Chancellor, by the Sovereign's Com- 
mand, declar'd, that the Reaſon of calling this Chapter 
was to fupply the Vacancy occaſion'd by the Death of 
the late Earl of Albemarle. The Statutes of the Order, 


prohibiting the Election of any Perſon who hath not

contains in expreſs Terms, That the Daughter of 2 
King or a Prince, who ſhall be regarded as capable to 
ſucceed to the Crown, muſt. be unmarry'd, and not 
marry without the Conſent and Approbation of the 
States of the Kingdom; which was not only confirm'd 
and declar'd in the ſame Manner in the Reſolution of 
the States aſſembled in the Year 1627; concerning the 
Hereditary Right of the Princeſſes, but alſo farther 
confirm'd, ſtrengthen'd and declar'd in the Year 1633; 
and, in particular, by a Reſolution of the States Anm 
1634, inſomuch, that the only Daughter of King Cuff 
wvus Adolphus was judg'd and declar'd to be capable to 
fill the Throne, becauſe ſhe was not marry'd. 
When afterwards King Charles Guftatus, iſſu'd from 
a Swediſh Princeſs marry'd out of the Kingdom, was 
advanc'd to the Throne, he acknowledg'd by a Declz- 
ration in 1650, that the States had done him great 
12 and Honour, and ſhew'd a great Affection to 
im, owning and fiyling himſelf in another Declan

VIII. And that the great Affairs of the Kingdom ma 
be the more effectually and faithfully diſpatch d, we 
heredy promiſe to maintain the Henour and Dignity 


of all the reſpeQive Officers of the Kingdom, in Pro- 


portion to the Quality of their Employment; and more 
eſpecially, we will endeavour that the Law may have 
its free Courſe, at the firſt Inſtance, as in former Times, 
and that all Sorts of Caſes may be diſpatch'd before 
their proper Tribunals z and as we have been always in- 
clin'd to encourage Arts and Sciences, that this King- 
dom may be always provided with great Men in all 
Kinds of Profeſhons, that are uſeful and neceflary to 
promote the Happineſs of a polite Nation; ſo we are 
now reſolv'd, that in diſpoſing of Employments, whe- 
ther Civil or Military, we ſhall have a more particular 
Regard to Capacity and perſonal Merit, than to any o- 
ther Recommendation whatſoever 3 and as for the great 
Polls of the Kingdom, we promiſe to deal them out 
among ſuch of the Nobility as ſhall diſtinguiſh them- 
ſelves by Civil or Military Prudence, as our Anceitors, 
of glorious Memory, have been always accuſtom'd to do.

IX. We promiſe to maintain the reſpeQive States of 
this Kingdom, whether Civil or Ecclefiaſtical, in all 
their Rights and Privileges, according to the Laws of 
the Land ; and we ſhall take likewiſe great Care. that 
no one State ſhall encroach upon the Privileges of any 
of the other reſpeRive States of the Kingdom, that all 
and every one of the ſaid States in particular, may en- 
jy all the Liberties and Privileges that they now are 
polleſs'd of. g 

X. We will neither proclaim War, make new or re- 
peal old Laws, without the Advice of our Privy-Coun- 
eil, and the Approdation of the States of the Kingdom z 
in like Manner, we ſhall iflue no Decree, Qrdizance, 

os 
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er Prohibition, in which the whole Kingdom may be 
concern'd, as levying of Taxes, unufual Tolls, Cuftome, 
or Aids, without the Conſent of the States, and Advice 
of our Privy Counſellors. Much leſs will we permit 
any Officers or Governors, whether Superior or Subal- 
tern, in any of our Provinces, to levy Tolls or Cuſto 

to ſeize Horſes for Carriage, or Ships for Tranſport, 
without our eſpecial Orders, which ſhall always be con- 
formable to the wholeſome Laws of this Realm, and 
with the Conſent of our Privy Council, as aforefaid ; 
and when there will be Neceflity for iſſuing out ſuch 
Mandates or Prohitbitions, we will, that they remain in 
full Force and Virtue, unrepeal'd and unaboliſh'd, till 
we ſhall have fſignify'd our Pleafure herein. Neither 
mall we grant any Privileges to any Perfon or Perſons, 
but whgt is ſuitable to his Condition and Quality, with 
the Conſent of the States, whoſe free Conſent and A 
ion ſhall never be extended any farther than 
enor of his Letter Patents deth import. 

XI. We ſhall, with all the Expedition poſſible, ſet- 
tle the publick Coin upon the fame Footing as it was 
in the Time of our Father, of glorious Memory; and 
make no Alteration therein, without the publick Con- 
Tent of the States; but maintain the ſame in its juſt 
Value and Luftre, by the ſeveral Ordinances made in Re- 
lation to the publick Coin. 

XII. Riſtfbps and 'Superintendants ſhall be elefted

Aſter having duly weigh'd and conſider'd everyThing, 
her Majeſty anſwers, That if ſhe would have inſiſted 
on her own Right, which is approv'd by the Exam- 
ples of ſo many Nations, even by what the States - Gene- 
ral. themſelves have lately done, and grounded on the 
Maxims of War every where obſerv'd ; thoſe had been 
very great Reaſons for her Majeſty not ſo eaſily to yield 
to the Deſire of the Subjects of the United Netherlands, 
Yet being mindful of the Profeſſion of Friendſbip and 
Good-will, which her Majeſty immediately upon her 
Acceſſion to the Crown, caus'd to be made by her- Mi- 
niſters to the Republick of the United Netherlands, 
and continuing in the ſame Diſpoſition, her Majeſty 
is not willing to make a Difficulty of complying 
with this their Deſire.

We will conelude the Affairs of Sweden with the fol- 
Jowing diſmal Account of the Retreat of the Swedif 
Army out of Norway. 

General Alrenfeld, who lay before Drontheim, having 
yeceiv'd by an Expreſs, Advice of the King of Sweder's 
being Killa at Frederick/hal, with Orders to leave Nor- 
. way, immediately reſolv'd to withdraw to Sweden with 
his Army, which was already reduc'd by Deſertion and 
- other Catualties of War to 7300 Men. He firſt call'd a 
Council of War, to conſult how beft to ſecure their Re- 
treat without being overtaken by the Danes : On the 
Side where they had enter d Norway it was impoſſible 
for them to return, by reafon of the great Quantity of 

Snow that had fallen there ; beſides, that a Body of 
Danes from Dronthtim ſtood near their Flank to cat off 

their Retreat: To draw lower, in order to retarn to 

Sweden by Offer dalen, was, indeed, praQticable enough; 
but then another Body of Danes from Wingher was ad- 

vincing that Way, and would have been able to have 
- Nopp'd their Paffage; and if thoſe from Drontheim had 

wareh'd up at the ſame Time, they would in a Man- 
ner have ſurrounded the Swediſh Army; ſo that there 
was no Probability of eſcaping that Way, without ha- 
xarding all. General Ahrenfeld therefore, having well 
weigh a tbeſe Difficulties, refolv'd to make His Retreat 
over a Deſart eight Leagues in Length, lying between 
Miragher, Ndalin, and Hindelshe. According] y, on the 
11th of Faſuary he began to match with his Forces and 
arfiv'd in tolerable Weather at the Entrance of the De- 
ſurt, tho” the deep Snow did not permit them to 30.

ty, when they wete overtaken by 4 dreadful Storm of 
Snow, whith laſted three Days and is miny Nights 
without Intermiten, and brought the Swediſh Army to 
ſs Miſerable à Toridition; that ſome Daniſh Dragoons, 
who were their Prifonets, dut made thetr mage

The 
Account they gave of it in their Afkdavits, is as fotos:

. Time there was given them a Mouthful of Rye, ſome- 
times Barley or « little Oats, and a ſmall Morſet of 
Meat, without any Salt, and that they were 4 
alang in this Manner, when the dreadful Weather above 
mention'd befel them.

It was formerly Part of Livonia, from whence the Ri- 
ver Dwima ſeparated it; but that Province being de- 
ſtroy'd by the Swedes and Mufſcovites, the Archbiſhop 
of Riga, and the Great Maler of the Teutenick Order, 

t themſelves under the King of Poland's Pratection, 
with what little was leſt them: And then it was that 
Sigiſmond Augnftus, King of Poland, eretted Courland in- 
to a Dutchy, and gave it to Godard' Ketler of Neſelrot, 
laſt Great Maſter of the Teutonick Order in Livonia, to 
hold it as a Fief from the Crown of Poland. The ſmall 
Province Semigallia, wherein is the Town of Mittar, 
is a Dependant of this Dutchy, which is the Reaſon 
that the Duke takes the Title of Duke of Courland, Li- 
vonia, and Semigal lia. eckt | 

We come now to the Matter in Diſpute between the 
Princes above-mention'd. On the 159th of December, 
1718, the great Chancellor of the Crown of Poland 
held a Council at Warſaw, with the Senators who —

We return your Majeſty many Thanks | for having 
deen pleas'd to ſpeak your Mind freely to us upon 
theſe Heads in the ſaid Letter, and deſire in the moſt 
friendly Manner you will obſerve the ſame Method 
for the future, if other Imputations, of the like Na- 
ture ſhall happen to be inſinuated to you againſt us; 
for this will enable us to vindicate our unchangeable 
Friendſhip towards your Majeſty and the moſt, Serene 
Republick from all Aſperſion. [2 

To put therefore the Truth of what we alledge into 
the clearer Light, we ſhall with your Majeſty's Leave, 
briefly lay before you the State of the Caſe, 

We do not deny that we have communicated to his 
Czariſh Majeſty ſome Thoughts, whether the Succeſſion 
to the Dutchy of Courland and Semigallia, after the De- 
miſe of Duke Ferdinand without Male Iſſue, might not, 
without your Majeſty's and the - Republick's Approba- 
tion and Authority, be transferr'd to the Margrave of 
Brandenburg Swedt, by an Agreement between Friends, 
Neighbours, and Allies, in a Manner conſiſtent with their 
common Intereſts. But we have been ſo far from in- 
tending to prejudice in the leaſt, by this our Deſign, - 
your Majeſty's and the Republick's ſupreme Right and 
lireft Dominion, that we rather intended to preſerve it 
entire and untouch'd z3 endeavouring belides to make 
your Majeſty, the Republick, and the Dutchy of Cour- 
lard it ſelf reap conſiderable Advantages by this Affair; 
conſiſting among others in this, that the Margrave of 
dwedt, partly by marrying the Dutcheſs Dowager of 
lwrland, partly by Virtue of ſeveral Ceſſions made to 
dim, would have fully and entirely freed the Dutchy 
of Courland from all the well-grounded and juſt Preten- 
ons, which the ſaid Dutcheſs Dowager, the moſt Serene.

We likewiſe own, that we have not neglected to ap- 
yt the States of Conrland about the ſaid: Suoceſſion, 
by no Means with Defign that they ſhould chu 
or declare the Margra de Succeſſor to Duke Ferdinand 
for who does not know, that this is not in the Power of 
the States of Coland ? But our Intent was, to prevail 
with them to recommend the Margrave, in the b 
Manner, to your Ma jeſty and the Repudlick, and to ſigni 
fy to them, that it would be very acceptable to them 
if your Majeſty and the Repubtick would be pleas'd tt 
ure the Fief of Courlanu after the Death of Duk 
Ferdinand upon the Margrave ; from which they pr! 
mis d themſelves happy and quiet Times, and othe 
Advantages for the pablick Intereſt of Courland. 
It is certain, that both in this particular Point, 4 
in general, in the whole Affair of the Succeſhon

without alledging then, the Duke Ferdinand's being

was due to them. If on that Grab they were per ·

any Manner contrary to the ' Treaties and Alliances in 
which we are engag'd with your Majeſty.

E are the more ready to make an open and fin- 
cere Reply to what your Majeſty alledges in 
your late Anſwer, dated at Berlin, the 21ft of of January, 
this Year, becauſe we are deſirous religiouſly to preſerve 
atrue and candid Friendſhip without any Reſerve be- 
tween your Majeſty and us and dur Dominions, being 
confident we may expect the like from your Majeſty. 
Your Majeſty's Thoughts or Deſigns in Concert with 
the Czar, about procuring the Succeſſion of the Dutchy 
of Courland and Semigallia, in Caſe of the Deceaſe of 
Duke Ferdinand without Male Iſſue, for the Margrave 
of Brandenburg-Swedt, cannot be approv'd or excus'd 
by us nor any Body elſe, as being contrary to the evi- 
dent Laws and primitive Agreements of Subject ion, In- 
corporation, Form of Government, and other Preraga- 
tives belonging to the Kings of Poland and the States 
of the Republick;z by which.it appears, that the direct

the Treaty concluded the 14th of Auguſt 1704 3 the 13th 
Article of that of the 1oth of October 1709; and the 
late Conventions made at Dantzick the 26th and 275th of 
April, and th of May, by which it is ſtipulated, that 
nothing ſhall be alter'd in or added to the Tenor of thoſe 
Treaties, either by adviſing or concurring in ſuch Ne- 
gotiations as are prejudicial to any of the contracting 
Parties, or by entering into ſuch Engagements as inter- 
fere with thoſe Alliances, but that every Thing ſhall 
be communicated and done by common Conſent, all 
which is more at large ſect forth in the ſaid Treaties. 
And as we, on our Part, have faithfully executed and 
obſerv'd both our former Engagements and the late Con- 
vention made at Dantzick between our Miniſters and 
thoſe of your Majeſty, who were there at that Time, 
and afterwards ſign'd at Grodno, on your Majeſty's Part, 
by the ſaid General Fleming; having communicated to 
your Majeſty all the Particulars, both of the Treaty 
we were negotiating with France, and of the Negotiations 
in the Iſland of Aland, even before they were begun; 
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and the ſaid Negotiations being begun and carry'd on nat 
only with your Majeſty's Conſent, but with your Ad. 
vice and Concurrence, by the Barons Manteuffel and Lyfe 
your Majeſty's Miniſters both here and at Berlin: There. 
fore we deſire your Majeſty to be pleas'd confidently to 
communicate to us what is negotiating at Vienna, and 
to let us know whether any Thing has been propog'd of 
concluded there to our Prejudice, to the End we may 
in Time, take our Meaſures accordingly. But in Caſe 
your Majeſty ſhould refuſe to give us the Satisfaction of 
acquainting us with that Negotiation, according to the 
Tenor of the aboveſaid Treaties, and ſhould ſecretly go 
on with it, or bring it to a Concluſion, we muſt look 
upon ſuch a Proceeding as an open Rupture and Infringe- 
ment of the Treaties ſubſiſting between us, and oppoſe 
it by competent Meaſures. We have order'd Prince Dol 
horucki, our Embaſſador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary reſiding at your Majeſty's Court, to explain this 
more at large by Word of Mouth, and we expett his Re- 
Port to us with a ſpeedy and acceptable Anſwer from 
your Majeſty.

The King of Poland's Anſaver to the Czar's Letter, 


HE whole Kingdom has been fill'd with Copies of 
your Czariſh Majeſty's late Letter, diſpers'd and 
made publick in a Manner contrary to Cuſtom and the 
Nature of true Friendſhip, before the Original was de- 
liver'd to us by Prince Dolthorucki : This ſhould juſtly 
have given us Reaſon to ſuſpett it was done deſignedly 
and maliciouſly, in order to diſturb the publick Peace, 
to create Jealouſy, and to break the ſtrict Union that is 
between us and the States of the Republick; though 
we are confident our juſt Actions and ſincere Intentions 
towards the Republick, (whoſe Liberty we have always 
endeavour'd to preſerve untouch'd, and accordingly have 
rejected all Advices that have been given us to the con- 
trary) will render ineffeQual thoſe Artifices and At. 
tempts tending to diſſolve that Union between us and 
the Republick. We were of Opinion, that after ſo ma- 
ny ſincere Explanations which we have given to your 
Czariſh Majeſty's Embaſſador, both by Word of Mouth 
and by Writing, and of which we have —_ ws 
| roots, 
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proofs, and after the Detection of the Falſhood of what 
has been contriv'd in former Times, your Majeſty 
ought not to give Ear nor Credit to the like Reports, 
the Falſhood of which is ſo evident, that it diſcovers 
itſelf without any Proof. For as to our Miniſter, 
Count Fleming, and his Negotiations at the Court of 
Vienna, all that he has done was with our Knowledge 
and by our Direction, as appears by his Reports to us, 
and to the Senators and Miniſters of the Republick ' 
now here aſſembled, of which a C py has been given 
to your Majeſty's Embaſſador. This may be ſuſſicient 
to clear us from all finiſter Interpretations, and to di- 
ret and diſpoſe your Czariſh Majeſty to ſhew us more 
Reſpeft for the future, that we may not have Reaſon 
to look upon ſuch indecent Behaviour as hoſtile, and 
de forc'd to obviate it with the Aſſiſtance of our Friends 
in due Manner. For neither your Czariſh Majeſty, 
nor any Body elſe can blame us, for endeavouring to 
mintain a good Friendſhip and mutual Benevolence, 
not only with the Emperor and the King of Great Bri- 
tain, but with all the Powers of the World beſides, for 
our and our Kingdom's Preſervation, and the main- 
taining of its Laws and Liberties; that with their 
Help and Aſſiſtance, we may be in a Condition to refiſt 
all Attempts tending to the Introduction of abſolute 
Power and Hereditary Succeſſion, or the Subverſion of 
the Conſtitution of Poland in whatſoever Manner. The 
Perſon we have ſent to Conſtantinople, does not negotiate 
any Thing relating to our publick Affairs, but is there 
toaſſiſt, with his Advice, the Merchants of our Domi- 
tions, and to buy ſeveral Goods for our Houſhold ; nor 
toes he pretend to excite the Ottoman Porte againſt your 
Crariſh Majeſty, nor to ſpread any prejudicial Reports 
zpainſt you, unleſs, perhaps, he is ask'd, Whether your 
Czariſh Majeſty's Troops continue till in Poland? Then 
certainly it cannot be taken amiſs, if he ſhould relate 
how grievous this is to all the Orders of the Kingdom. 
Neither have the Senators and Miniſters of State, in 
their late Conference held at Warſaw with the Tartarian 
Envoy, made any Propoſals to him relating to an Inva- 
ſon of your Czariſh Majeſty's Dominions 3 but when 
he of his own Motion, and without being ask'd, offer'd 
in the Name of the Han of Crim Tartary, to aſſiſt the 
Nepublick with 100,000 Men, againſt all who ſhould 
eaten to inyade it in a haſtile Manner; he was an-

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ſwer'd, That we did not defire thoſe Auxiliaries ſhoulg 
enter our Territories; but that in Caſe of inevitable N. 
ceſſity, it would be more acceptable to us they ſhouly 
be employ'd to make a Diverſion in the Enemy's Coun. 
try; yet nothing poſitive was concluded, nor was he 
charg'd with any Commiſſion relating to that Affair 
when he return'd Home, except only in the ſaid Caf 
of Neceſſity, as your Czariſh Majeſty will find more & 
large explain'd in the Account given to Prince Dolle 
rucki from our Chancery relating to that Conference, 
and the Anſwer we return'd, by which your Cziriſh My 
Jelly will be convinc'd, that we on our Part; ſince thy 

ginning of our Reign, never did, nor will do for the 
future, either we ourſelves, or by our Miniſters, any 
Thing prejudicial to your Czariſh Majeſty, or contray 
to our Friendſhip founded upon Neighbourhood, an 
ſtrengthen'd by Alliances, provided your Czariſh Mz 
jeſty will, on your Part, reciprocally fulfil all the 
Conditions expreſs'd in the Conventions between us; 
eſpecially reſlore Livonia and Courland, two Province 
Incorporate with the Republick of Poland from ancient 
Times, nor intermeddle, under any Pretence, in the 
Affairs of Courland z which Dutchy, after the Deceaſed 
the preſent Duke without Male Iſſue, is, by an uy 
doubted Right, to return to the Body of the Kingdomd 
Poland, and great Dutchy of Lithuania; provided ali 
your Czariſh Majeſty will withdraw your Troops out d 
all the Provinces of the Kingdom, eſpecially out of Con 
land; give Satisfaction for the Injuries and Pretenfion 
both publick and private, ſo often repreſented by our 
Miniſters ; pay the many Millions ſtipulated by Treatia 
but unpaid yet, and reſtore what has been extorted by 
your Majeſty's Forces from the City of Dantzick, ant 
the Territories of the Republick, contrary to Treaties; 
for bear exciting Miſunderſtandings and Differences © 
tween us and the States of the Republick, and promo 
the Liberty and Safety of the Republick,not with ſmodi 
Words and fair Promiſes, but in Reality, as we do, a 
are deſirous to do; nor give Credit to, or difſenainil 
Rumours apt to raiſe inteſtine Commotions, as if 
ever had had a Mind to eſtabliſh an Hereditary SW 
ceſſion in the Kingdom of Poland, or to do any Thin 
contrary to the Welfare of the Republick ; you 
Czariſh Majeſty knowing well enough, by your on 
Experience, that we always abhorr'd thoſe Proj 
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ever abhor them. As we always preſerve a thankful 
Remembrance. of the Good-will your Czariſh Majeſty 
has ſhewn to us, ſo we can hardly ſuppoſe the Affection 
we have on all Occaſions expreſs'd towards you, will 
ever eſcape your Czariſh Majeſty's Memory. As for 
the ſeveral Treaties alledg'd by your Majeſty, we are 
entirely perſwaded we have religioully perform'd them 
in every Article, nor ever refus'd or neglected to perform 
all that is expreſs'd in the ſaid Treaties ; tho' your Ma- 
jeſty was pleas d to conceal from us what you were nego- 
ciating and concluding in France, notwithſtanding which, 
you deſir'd us blindfoldly to approve and ſubſcribe the 
Articles of that Treaty, without having ſeen and ex- 


alſo unacquainted with the Negotiation in the Iſland of 
Aland, of which we had no other Notice, than that a 
certain Treaty was negotiating there. Concerning your 
Czariſh Majeſty's Pretenſions on the City of Dantzick, 
we have already given ſo many Anſwers on that Head, 
that we muſt refer to them, adding-only, That we do 
not know that either we or the Senators then preſent at 


Conſent to the ſaid City's fitting out the Privateers de- 
manded of them, nor could we enjoin or prohibit the 
lame to the ſaid City, 

Toconclude : As we expect your Czatiſh Majeſty will 
at, for the future, in a more agreeable Manner in Mat- 
ters relating to our common Concerns, and forbear 
whatever may be bitter and grating; ſo we wiſh nothing 
nore, than that by ſo indecent a Treatment, and by 
Affronts for which no Satisfactlon is made, we may 
not be forc'd, againſt our Will, to employ proper Means 
lor our Self-Defence, and the Security of the Dominions 
God has committed to our Care, On the-contrary, if 
he Conditions mention'd above be obſerv'd, nothing 
all be dearer or more acceptable to us, than a ſin- 
ere Union and conſtant Friendſhip with your Czariſh 
Majeſty, as you may ſurely depend on ours ; for 
brough the Happineſs of the Times, and the Aſ- 
ſince of our F riends, we have now attain'd to that 
dtrength, as to be able timely and courageous to op- 
poſe all Inſults with which ill minded Perſons may 
hreaten us, Cc.

either by Birth or Riches, as duly and as ſtrictly as in 
the meaneſt Peaſant, You all know what I have done 
from the Beginning of my Reign *till now, with re- 
ſpect to the firſt of theſe Duties: And as to the ſe 
cond, I have given you a moſt remarkable Inſtance 
of the Power God has given me to ſet aſide all world- 
Iy Conſiderations and Regards whatſoever, when Juf- 
tice is requir'd to be done, and when the Safety of 
my People and the Good of the State render'd my 


doing it abſolutely neceſſary, and that too with the 


utmoſt Rigour and without Delay. You have ſeen 
me puniſh the Crimes of a Son who was diſobedient, 
an Hypocrite, perverſe, and ill-deſigning bevond all 
that can be imagin'd; and alſo of thoſe who were 
Accomplices with him in his Wickedneſs. However 
ſevere this Proceeding may have been regarded by 
ſome, I hope I have thereby ſecur'd my main De- 
ſign, which is to render the Ruſian Name and Na- 
tion for ever great and formidable, and all my Do- 
minions flouriſhing: A Work which has coſt me 0 
much Toil, and my Subjects ſo much Blood, and ſuch 
immenſe Treaſures z which, nevertheleſs would have 
been to no Purpoſe, but the very firſt Year after my 
Deceaſe would have heen utterly „

render'd ineffectual, if I had not taken Care to ſe- 
cure it in the Manner I have done. This great Af- 
fair being, by the Bleſſing of God, thus happily con- 
cluded, it is Time I ſhould turn my Attention to the 
repreſſing the Inſolence of thoſe who have dared to 
abuſe the Power I have given them to govern the Pro- 
vinces of my Empire and the Inhabitants thereof, in 
the Quality of my Lieutenants ; ſeveral of whom, in 
Violation of the Oaths they had taken to the contrary, - 
have trampled on the Necks of my poor People, and 
have enrich'd themſelves at the Expence of their La- 
bours, and even of their Blood. Seeing therefore that 
my People have.highly deſerv'd, by the Readineſs they 
have ſhewn in furniſhing Recruits, Horſes, Money, and 
Proviſions, to ſupport my juſt Caufe againſt the Enemy, 
with whom I have for eighteen Years paſt been engag'd 
in War, and in ſupplying my other preſſing Occaſions 3 
ſeeing, I ſay, they have ſo juſtly merited, that I ſhould 
interpoſe my Authority to relieve them againſt thoſe 
Blood-ſuckers, I refolv'd to eſtabliſh this Tribunal, con- 
ſiting of Perſons whom I have never yet found remiſs 
or negligent in their Duty, with Power to examine 
ſrictly into the Management and Behaviour of the Per- 
ſons whofe Names I ſhall give them, in the Ad miniſtra- 
tion of their ſeveral Offices ; and will, myſelf, pro- 
nounce Sentence againſt ſuch of them as ſhall appear to 
have been criminal. I hope the eltabliſhing of this Tri- 
bunal will prove a Means to reſtrain every one, for the 
future, within the Duties of his Employment, and to 
induce them to execute, in the beſt Manner, the Powers 
with which they ſhall be reſpeRively intruſted. 


Prince Menzikoff was the firſt who was accus'd before 
this new Cenncil, or rather, Court of Juſtice : The 
Articles againſt him were, 1. That he had preferr'd his 
own Advantage to that of his Maſter, in the Govern- 
ment of Ingria.

That he had maintain'd, 
for ſome Time, a ſecret Correſpondence , with a Mini- 
lier of Sweden, Upon theſe Accuſations he was taken 
Into Cuſtody and convicted; but was reſtor'd to his Li- 
berty, and the Favour of the Czar, upon the Payment 
of 250,020 Crowns, |

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Count Apraxin was likewiſe accus'd, and found guilty 
of Frauds and Imbezilments in the victualling and Pay- 
ing of the Fleet; and after he wag ſeiz'd, the Czar took 
from him the Order of St. Andrew; but he was ſoon 
aſter ſet, at Liberty, and reſtor'd to that Honour and his 
Maſter's Favour, on Payment of the like Compoſition 
that had been accepted of Prince Menxz.ikof. 

The Senator Apraxir, Brother of the Admiral, Di. 
rector · General of the Salt-Works, was adjudg'd guilty of 
concealing and converting to his own Uſe 100,000 
Crowns a Year of the Produce of the ſaid Works; but he 
was admitted to compound for 80,000 Crowns, 

The three Brothers Soloffioff, being convicted of ha. 
ving carry'd on three Years together a Trade in Contra- 
band Goods, were fin'd 700,000 Crowns. And ſeveral 
Perſons, who aQted in lower Stations in the Manage. 
ment of the Czar's Finances, were fin'd proportionably 
to the unlawful Gains they were accus'd of having ac- 
quir'd, 


Mr. Jefferies, the Britiſh Reſident, being arriv'd at 
Petersburgh the Beginning of January, had, in a few 
Days, Audience of his Czariſh Majeſty, to whom he 
made a Speech in the German Tongue, importing in 
Subſtance as follows : | 


HAT the King of Great Britain had order'd him to 
make his Majeſty the moſt ſincere and friendly 
Complements on his Part, and to acquaint him how en- 
tirely the King, his Maſter, was ſatisfy'd with the Re- 
preſentations which M. Weſſelowski, his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty's Reſident at the Court of Great Britain, had from 
Time to Time made in his Name : That nothing could 
be more acceptable to the King, his Maſter, than the 
Aſſurances his Czariſh Majeſty had given him by his 
ſaid Miniſter, that he would explain himſelf in ſuch a 
Manner as ſhould demonſtrate his ſincere Intentions to 
maintain a perfe& Friendſhip and an entire good Under- 
ſtanding with him. That, tor that Reaſon, his Britan- 
nick Majeſty had reſolv'd to ſend Sir John Norris with 
the Character of Envoy Extraordinary to his Czariſh 
Majeſty ; but that he (Mr. Jefferies) had been detain'd 
ſo long by contrary Winds, that Sir John Norris was 
ſail'd from the Sound ſome Days before his Arrival at 
Copenhagen, That the King, his Maſter, being 2 
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of this Diſappointment, and being unwilling to let ſlip 
any of the Advances made by his Czariſh M. jeay, had 
ſent Orders to him to continue his Journey, and to open 
the Inſtructions deſign'd for Sir John Norris; purſuant 
to which Inſtructions, he was not only to return his 
Czariſh Majeſty Thanks for the obliging Declaration he 
had been pleas'd to make by his before-mention'd Re- 
dent at the Britiſh Court, but likewiſe to afſure his 
Cariſh Majeſty of the perfect Eſteem the King, His 
Maſter, had for his Perſon ; and that his Majeſty had 
nothing more at Heart, than to eſtabliſh an entire Cou- 
fdence, and to enter into Engagements of the moſt fincere 
and laſting Friendſhip with his Czariſh Majeſty. 


The Czar anſwer'd in the Ruſſian Language, That he 
thank'd his Britiſh Majeſty for the Aſſurances he gave 
him of his Friendſhip ; and that he would endeavour to 
cultivate it on His Part to the utmoſt of his Power. 


On the 6th of May dy'd the Prince Peter Petrowitz, 
only ſurviving Son of the Czar, in the 5th Year of his 
Age: He was declar'd Hereditary Prince of Muſcovy, im- 
mediately upon the ſolemn Renunciation made by the 
late Prince Alexis Petrouitx.; of which an Account was 
given in the Hiſtorical Regifter, Ne X. The Czar has 
had eleven Children by his preſent Conſort, eight of 
whom are now dead : The three ſurviving are Daugh- 
ters, the eldeſt of them is eleven Years of Age, and re- 
ſembles the Czar very much: But the deceas'd Prince 
Alexis left a Son, who is now four Years old, and ac- 
cording to the Right of Succeſſion ought to ſucceed his 
Czariſh Majeſty.

The Conſiſtories of the Reform'd Churches of Heidel- 
berg being juſtly alarm'd at this Placaert of the Elector 
Palatine, made a ſolemn Deputation to that Prince, to 
repreſent that the Catechiſm in Queſtion having been 


uſed above 150 Years, and even in the, Times of his 


Father and Brother, of glorious Memo), they hop'd 
his Electoral Highneſs would recal his ſevere Order: 
But this Deputation had no Manner of Effect; and the 
Miniſters of that Prince gave them for Anſwer only 
this, That their Maſter had no other View, than 
to maintain a good Union and Correfpondence amongſt 
his Subjects of both Religions; that he had given 4 
fingular Inſtance of this upon his Arrival at Heidel- 
Berg, in having commanded a Jeſuit, call'd Uz/eben, 
who was a Man of a turbulent Spirit, to depart that 
place; and therefore he expected that his Subjects of 
the Reform'd Religion, would ſhew ſo much * 
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for their Prince as to leave out ſome Queſtions of their 
Catechiſm. Not ſatisfy'd with this Anſwer, the Re- 
form'd. ſent a ſecond Deputation, but they could not 
obtain an Audience, and the Officers of the Elector be- 
gan to put the Placaert in Execution, Mean while 
the King of Praſſia being inform'd of theſe TranſaQtiong 
in the Palatinate, writ the following Letter to the 
Eleftor Palatine. | 


E Frederick William by the Grace of God, Kin 
\ of Pruſſia, &c. wiſh you all the Friendſhip and 
Welfare which we are capable of procuring for your 
Electoral Highneſs, our dear and well-beloved Coufin : 
We cannot conceal from your Electoral Highneſs how 
much we were ſurpriz'd and afflited, to hear that your 
Electoral Highneſs has publiſh'd in your Dominions 
Orders for ſuppreſſing the 80th Queſtion in the Heidet- 
berg Catechiſm, and other ſuppos'd Subjects of Scandal, 
which are not only offenſive to your Electoral Highneſs's 
Perſon, but alſo contrary to the Laws of the Empire, 
and the Mandates of the Emperor, which are obſerv'd 
in the Empire 5 and that you have order'd all the Co- 
pies to be ſeiz'd, and that no more may be brought into 
vour Dominions wherein the ſaid 80th Queſtion. is in- 
ſerted: And foraſmuch as we ungerſtand that 'your E- 
lectoral Highneſs was induc'd to this, becauſe in the 
Title of the laſt Edition of that Catechiſm, *tis inſerted, . 
that it was publiſh'd by your Electoral Higneſs's Order, 
and according to the Permiſſion you had formerly granted 
for that End; we think our ſelves oblig'd to acquaint 
your Electoral Highneſs, that this Edition was not de- 
manded or procured by the Eccleſiaſtical Council of your 
Eleftoral Highneſs's Reform'd Church at Heidelberg, 
or by any other Proteftants ; but, on the contrary; by 4 
Roman Catholick Bookſeller, who ſays, he had the Pri- 
vilege to do it. Therefore your EleQoral Highneſſes's 
Proteſtant Subjects are the more griev'd, that they muſt 
ſuffer, though innocent, by having taken out of their 
Hands the Book, out af which, in Conjunction with 
the Holy Scriptures, they inſtru their Children; and 
what ſtill more afflicts them, is, that what was offen- 
ve in the Title, might eafily have been chang'd, with- 
out ſpoiling the Contents of the Book. Your Moſt 
Serene Highneſs is alſo deſir'd to conſider, that the 
Heidelberg Catechiſm is look'g u pon by all the Ce 
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Churches as a Symbolical Book, from which nothing 
onght to be taken, nor any Thing added to it, without 
the unanimous Conſent of all the ſaid Churches, and 
for Reaſons of the utmoſt Importance; and that for 
above 150 Years it has been us'd, without any Prohi. 
„ bition, in the Schools and Churches of the Palatinate, 
as never being forbid by any Treaty of Peace or Con- 
ftitution of the Empire; ſo that this Book is none of 
thoſe that are not allow'd to be uſed in the Empire, 
On the eontrary. the Prohibition of it muſt be lockt 
wpon, by all difintereſted Perſons, as directly oppoſite io 
the Treaty of Weſtphalia, and as a Force upon Con- 
fcience, in preſcribing to your Reform'd Subje®s what 
they are to believe and teach, and what not, Tis alſt 
a very great Injuſtice to upbraid the Reform'd, that 
the Heidelberg Catechiſm contains Injuries and Calum: 
nies againſt the Roman Catholicks, fince it is evident 
that what is there inſerted relates to Doctrine and nit 
to Perfons. All true Proteſtants are ſo far from dam. 
ning and branding with Hereſies ſuch as are not a 
their Communion, that they wiſh for nothing ſo much 
as to ſee an equal Toleration among them, becaule 
then there would be a better Union and Underſtanding 
in the Empire than has been hitherto. And foril- 
much as the Concluſion of the 8oth Queſtion ſeems ts 
fome a little harſh, yet there is no Compariſon betyiit 
the ſame, and the Symbolical Books of the Rowilh 
Church againſt the Reform'd : Witneſs only the Re. 
ſult of the Council of Trent, where the Proteſtants ar: 
anathamatiz'd, contrary to all Manner of Right and 
| Reaſon ; nevertheleſs, not one Proteſtant State, in the 
Empire, has forbid their Roman Catholick Subjett 
from uſing ſuch Symbolical Books as are uſed by their 
Churches, no, not even that of the Council of Tre. 
They are ill at Liberty to ſell and diſtribute then, 
and it was never requir'd of them either to ſuppreli 
thoſe Books, or the injurious Terms of Reproach 
therein contain'd. But the Proteſtants have been will 
ing to let the Roman Catholicks enjoy the Liberty of 
believing and teaching what is believ'd and taught 11 
their Churches; and this Toleration agrees alſo with the 
Tenor of the Treaty of Weſtphalia, and the other 5. 
lutary Conſtitutions of the Empire. Your EleRorll 
_ Highneſs has hitherto given, to our fingular Comfort 
and that of other Proteſtant States, many e 
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Proofs that you delight, by no Means to perſecute for 
the Sake of Religion, nor to tyrannize over Conſciences, 
15a Thing contrary to the Sovereign Rights of true 
Chriſtianity, and hated both by God and Men. There- 
fore we expect, from the Wiſdom of your Electoral High- 
neſs, that after mature Deliberation, you will revoke - 
your Orders as to the Heidelberg Catechiſm, and permit 
your Proteſtant Subjects the free Uſe of the ſaid Cate - 
chiſm, as heretofore. Accordingly, we earneſtly in- 
treat your Electoral Highneſs to do this; and we en- 
rage, that whenever your Electoral Highneſs ſhall re- 
queſt any the like Favour of us, we ſhall lay hold on 
the Occaſion to teſtify our Acknowledgment, We de- 
clare our ſelves ſincerely and willingly,

The Eleftor Palatine remain'd as inflexible to the In- 
terceſion of the King of Pruſſia, as to the Repreſenta- 
tions of his own Subjects, and theſe Proceedings in the 
Palatinate encourag'd the Popiſh Clergy in the Biſho- 
prick of Spire, and in ſeveral Villages in the Lower 
Alſatia, that were yielded to France, to invade the Liber- 
ties of the Proteſtants there; upon which the King of 
Pruſſia order'd his Miniſter at Frankfort, to make the ne- 
ceſſary Re preſentat ions to the Biſhop of Spire on this Sub- 
Feſt, and to inſiſt that the Proteſtants in his Biſhoprick 
be maintain'd in their religious as well as civil Liberties, 
The King of Pruſſia having it in his Power to uſe 
vere Repriſals upon the Papiſts in his Dominions,

HO I wiſh nothing more than that whatever bears 

a melanchelly Aſpe& may never approach your Im- 

rial and Royal Majeſty; yet the Extremity of my 

Diſtreſs forces me to have Recourſe to you, as to the 

Fountain of the Proſperity of all Chriſtendom, for that 

mag which your innate Clemency never denies to any 
an. 

The Death of the King of Sweden is to me a Matter 
of the greateſt Affliction; and I ſhould regard my pre. 
ſent Condition as helpleſs and deſperate, did not wy 
Mind, overwhelm'd as it is with fatal Calamitics, 
ſtruggle to relieve it ſelf by the Hopes and Confidence 
I have in your Imperial and Royal Majeſty's Protection. 
Your Juſtice cannot ſuffer me to periſh, merely becauſe 
I endeavour'd to preſerve my native Country from ui 
ter Deſtruction: Gow Piety gives Comfort to the Af 
ficted ; your Magnanimity andGenerofity will open yout 
Ears to my Entreaties; your Goodneſs and Lenity wil 
op the Courſe of my Calamities ; thoſe Virtues would 
ſuffer by letting me ſuffer.

As for what you mention of my being comprehended 
in the Treaty at the Congreſs of Brunſwick, I am as ſuf- 
ciently perſwaded, as can be, the Plenipotentiaries of 
Sweden will not neglect me; but if his Imperial Ma- 
jelly beforehand find Means to make my Peace with 
King Auguſtus, and to become Guarantee of it, I ſhall 
de always very glad to facilitate, by my private Accom- 
modation, the Negociations at Brunſwick. If net, his 
Imperial Majeſty acquainting me with his Sentiments, 
I ſhall know what I have to truſt to: I only deſire you ta 
be ſo kind always to inſiſt that I may be inform'd of 
them. As for applying to my Friends, I am very cau- 
tious on that Head, for fear any Cabals, by which King 
Auguftus's Reign might be diſturb'd, ſhould be imputed 
to me, and laid to my Charge, in order to call in Que- 
tion the Sincerity of my Sentiments, which are totally 
bent upon paſling the Remainder of my Days in Retire- 
ment and Quiet.

Couſin, 

OU know already how I regard the Succeſs which 

God Almighty vouchſafes to grant to my Arms: 
It does not pleaſe me any other Way, but as far as I [ook 
upon it as a Proof of the Juſtice of my Intention, and as 
it encreaſes the Hopes of an approaching Peace; the 
ſooner to attain which, I am puſhing on my Conqueiis; 
and it is with no other View that I have made mv («lf 
Maſter of the Town and Caſtle of St. Sebaſtian, than out 
of Impatience to prevail, at length, with the King d 
Spain to conſent to the diſarming of Europe, and the 
eftabliſhing, for his own Intereſt and Glory, a firm Al. 
hiance between Nations which wage War againſt each 
other with Regret : And as I am deſirous to return 
Thanks to God Almighty for the new Marks he ha 
given me of his Protection, I write you this Letter, by 
the Advice of my Uncle, the Duke of Ozleans, Regent, 
to tell you, that it is my Intention that you cauſe J.

On the 11th of Auguſt; while the Siege of the Calle 
of St. Sehaflian was carrying on, 750 French, commanded 
by the Chevalier de Givry, Major-General, and M. /: 
Motte, Brigadier, imbark'd at Port-Paſſage on ſeveri! 
Tranſports, under the Convoy of Captain John Jon, who 
commanded ſome Britiſh Men of War which had their 
Station on that Coaſt 3 and Colonel Szanhope, his Fri 
tannick Majeſty's Envoy, went on Board to be preſent in 
the Enterprize. They ſet ſail that Afternoon, and the 
next Evening arriv'd before San Antonio, The Harbour 
being narrow at the Entrance, and having Breaftworss 
caſt up from thence along the Sides of the Town, with 
near 50 Pieces of Cannon placed upon them, it was 
thought adviſeable not to attempt going into it, but 
rather to endeavour to land upon the Back of it. in N 
ſandy Bay to the Weſtward of the Harbour. Upon theit 
getting thither they diſcover'd that the Enemy had 
rais'd two Batteries, behind which they had about 692 
Men drawn up to oppoſe the Landing of Troops. The 
Cannon of the Brizi/k Ships fired u pon them tor ſome

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Time, as the Batteries did alſo upon the Ships, to 
ghich they did no other Damage than the tearing two 
vr thfee of the Sails. The Place being at the Bottom 
of the Bay of Biſcay, where the Sea conſtantly runs 
high, there were very great Swells, which made the 
Waves break with Violence upon the Shore : However, 
it Six o' Clock it was determin'd to put the Troops into 
Boats, and try if it was poſſible to land them there; 
but when they were got near the Shore it was judg'd ex- 
treamly hazardous, if not impracticable; they there- 
fore = off again, and went about a Mile farther to 
the Weſt, into another leſſer Bay, where the Sea ap- 
gear'd to de ſomewhat ſmoother.

naval Stores; Men were ſent on Board them, but found 
nothing, every Thing being landed ſome Days before, 

During theſe Tranſactions, the little Province of 
Alava, which borders on Guipuſcoa, and of which Vit. 
toria is the capital City, ſubmitted to the Obedience of 
the French King. 3 

After theſe Succeſfes, the Duke of Beruick, conſi- 
dering that the Spaniards had provided Pampelona with 
all Things neceſſary for a, long Defence, that they had 
conſum'd all the Forage for ſeveral Leagues round that 
Place, and ſpoil'd the Roads in ſuch a Manner that they 
would be unpaſſable in bad Weather, thought not fit 
to venture on the Siege of it in ſo advanc'd a Seaſon of 
the Year : Leaving therefore in Biſcay 17 Battalions 
and 21 Squadrons under the Command of the Mar- 
queſs de Cilly, with Orders to reduce Bilboa, if poſ- 
ſible, he began his March with the reſt of his Army, 
on the 28th of Auguſt, for Rouſſillon, intending, as he 
gave out, to conclude the Campaign with the Siege of

Relation of the Battle between the Emperor's and the 
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The Journal from the Imperial Camp, relating to this 
Action, is as follows; 


From the Imperial Camp near Francavilla, July 25. 


N the 17th we march'd out of the Camp at Lemmeri, 
and encamp'd between Rudi and Milici. 

The 18th, we proceeded by Break of Day, and being 
advanc'd ſome Miles in the Valley of Dajeli, we met, 
in a narrow Paſſage, a Number of Peaſants, who fir'd 
upon us from the Mountains on both Sides; and having 
Intelligence that they had obſtructed the Wa y by cutting 
down Trees, and making Intrenchments, behind which 
ſome Men were poſted, to ſave Time, it was reſolv'd 
to return, and march over the Mountains ; z and, in the 
Evening, we diſcover'd, upon divers Heights, a good 
Number of the Inhabitants under Arms; upon which 
our Huſſars, who were gone before, had Orders to at. 
tack them; but they ſent a Drummer to acquaint us, 
that they were to the Number of 3000 Men, and that 
they had ſent to the Marqueſs de Lede to know his 
Orders, according to which they would give us their 
Reſolution: But without expecting our Anſwer there. 
upon, they retir'd towards Francavi!la, 

The 19th we had Advice, that our Huſſars, the E- 
vening before, had attack'd "and repuls'd an Out-Guard 
of Horſe and Foot, near Sero dalle tre Fontane, where 
our Army arriving this Morning, we diſcover'd the 
Enemy's Camp near Francavilla, but without being able 
to form a proper Judgment of their Situation. It be- 
ing our Deſign to purſue the Enemy, and to endea- 
vour to draw them to an Engagement, in order to put 
a ſpeedy End to the War, we halted at Tre Fontane till 
our Infantry and Cavalry could join; during which 
Time the Generals advanc'd to view "where it-might 
be moſt proper to attack the Enemy. Then cur Army 
was diſpos'd in the following Order: On the Right 
were nineteen Companies of Grenadiers, under the 
Command of Lieutenant-General Field-Marſhal Count 
Wallis. On the Left were the firſt Line of the Infantry, 
commanded by General Baron Zumjungen, the two Fielc- 
Marſhal Lieutenants Baron Watchendonck and the Prince 
of Holſtein, and the two Major-Generals Count Ottocar 
Staremburgh and de Rhor ; Theſe two Bodies had Orders 
to march over the Mountain at the right Side of Fran- 

cavilla 
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cavilla, and to halt at the Foot of it' till farther Orders. 
The ſecond Line of the Infantry, together with a Com- 
pany of Grenadiers, under the Command of General 
Ficld-Marſhal Baron Seckendorf,, and the two Major- 
Generals, the Prince of Heſſe Caſſel! and Count Portia, 
had Orders to march to the Right over the ſaid Moun- 
tain dalle tre Fontane. The Cavalry, under the Com- 
mand of Lieutenant- General Field-Marſhal Count Eck, 
and the two Major Generals, the Counts Or/etti and 
Landixi, were te march the ſame Way over the ſaid 
Mountain, and likewiſe to halt at the Foot of it 'tilt 
farther Orders. The two Regiments of Horſe, Viſconti 
and Koma, were left on the Mountain to cover the Bag- 
gage, and to ſecure the main Army from being attack'd 
behind. Beſiles the advanc'd Poſts and Out Guards of 
the Enemy, which were diſcover'd this Day, we ob- 
ſerv'd ſome Squadrons marching along the Valley from 
Francavilla, behind whom were, as we bcliev'd, their 
Generals to obferve our Motions, againſt whom General 
$eckendorf order'd the Company of Grenadiers, who 
charg'd them in their Retreat, in which they loſbſome 
of their Men, : 

On the 2qth, That Part of the Infantry which was 
commanded by General Seckendorf, as alſo the Cavalry, 
arriv'd pretty early this Morning in the Valley of Fran- 
cavilla; but the remaining Part of the Infantry, com- 
manded by General Zumjungen, came later, having had 
a more difficult March than the other. When we were 
come down the Mountain, we obſerv'd, that on ancther 
Mountain, at the Right of Francavilla, the Enemy had 
guarded ſeveral Poſis and Heights with regular Troops 
and Peaſants, who at the ſame Time that we ſhould 
attack their Trenches, were to fall upon our Flank ; 
this oblig'd us to detach ten Battalions and thirty 
HuſJars, under the Command of General Seckendurf 
and the Prince of Heſſe, to poſſeſs themſelves of thoſe 
Heights, and to diſlodge the Enemy from thence, and 
lo the Action began on that Side; but as the Spani/h 
Militia, ſupported by four Battalions of regular Forces, 
being Walloons and Iriſh, were advantageouſly polled, 
and being frm Time to Time ſupply'd with new Re- 
.forcements from their Camp. rally'd ſeveral Times 
alter. we had broke them; this Attack laſted a long 
while, *till, at length, the reſt of the Forces, under 
fae Command of General S:ckendorf came up, and juint- 


ly 
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ly renew'd the Attack. In the mean Time, Part of the 
Infantry of General Zumjungen, viz. ſix Companies of 
Grenadfers, and ſix Battalions, under the Command of 
General Count Vallis and Colonel Count Traun, as alſo 
Part of the Infantry of Seckendorf, viz. two Battalions, 
commanded by the Major Generals Dies bach and Portia, 
were detach'd to join the Cavalry in the Valley of Fran- 
cavilla, to form the Attack on that Side, The Enemy 
ſceing our Diſpoſitions, about Noon order'd all the 
Forces from their advanc'd Poſts to draw into their 
Camp, where they had prepar'd themſelves from the 
Morning for Reſiſtance, and fir'd upon us with two 
Four-Pounders, but with little Execution, General 
Seckendorf, having poſſeſs'd himſelf of the Heights, that 
Part of the Enemy who had been poſted there, retiring to 
their Camp, he came down with his Forces, and it was 
reſolv*'d to go on with attacking the Enemy in the fol- 
lowing Order. General Count Mercy, who firft march'd 
out of the Valley, commanded one Attack in the 
Center, General Seckendorf commanded the Second, and 
General Zumfungen the Third. We made a great Fire, 
tut the Enemy made a vigorous Defence, being moſt 
«advantageouſly polled. Their Right Wing was cover'd 
bv a ſmill River running through the Vallev, behind 
which they had caſt up an Intrenchment. Before the 
Center of their Army lay a Convent of Capuchins, ſur- 
rounved with feveral Intrenchments, one behind the 
other. On their Left Wing they had the ſmall Town of 
Francavilla, and a great Number of Vineyards wall'd 
about and lying on riſing Grounds, in which they had 
placed Troops. A moſt obſtinate Fight was maintain'd 
on both Sides 'til! Night came on, which, and another 
Incident, hinder'd us from continuing the Attack; for 
it unluckily happen'd about the Middle of the Action, 
that General Count Mercy, after having already had one 
Horſe kill'd under him, and two wounded. was, at laſt, by 
a ſmall Ball, dangerouſly wounded near the Reins, But 
as we had alreadv obtiin'd great Advantages, were 
poſſeſs'd of ſeveral Poſts, and had gain'd much upon 
the Enemy, we maintain'd our Ground, and Genera 
Count Mercy was reſulv'd to renew the Attack next 
Morning; but as the reſt of the General Officers did 
not think it adviſeable to hazard our Troops too much, 
it was reſo}ved to ſettle our Communication with the 
Sea, and to make the beſt of the Advantages we had 
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obtain'd of the Enemy, by keeping them ſhut in. De- 
ſerters, who came to us ſince the Action, report, that 
the Enemy, before the Engagement had not only ſent 
for the Battalions lately detach'd to Scaletta and St. Aleſ- 
fo, to return to their Camp, but alſo receiv*d Reinforce- 
ments from their Garriſons at Palermo and Meſſina ; fo 
that almoſt all their Forces in this Kingdom are drawn 
together here, Our Loſs in this Engagement amounts 
toabout 2500 kill'd or wounded, of which we have not 
yet an exact Liſt, The kill'd are but a few; among the 
wounded are the Generals, Prince of Ho ſtein, Count 
Diesbach, Major-General Khor, the Colonels of Foot, 
Count Traun, Baron Neuburg, Chaffeloczky de Helden- 
trand, and Count Hamilton ; the Colonels of Horſe, 
Count Walderode, and Count Eeauford. are wounded. 
and Count de Friſchem is kill'd. Admiral Byrg's Son and 
the Prince of Suxe Salfeld, who lerv'd as Volunteers, 
and bchav'd bravely, are dangerouſly wounded, We 
are inform'd that the Enemy have likewiſe ſuſtain'd con- 
liderable Loſs. 

The next Day we began to ſtrengthen the Poſis we had 
tiken from the Enemy; and as we were within leſs 
than Musket-Shot of them, the Firing continu'd with al- 
moſt as much Vigour as the Action itſelf; but being 
poſſeſs'd of the Heights, the Enemy were molt ex pos'd 
to our Fire, On the 22d, ſome Troops left to guard our 
Baggage, join'd bur Army, and a Detachment of 600 
Men were ſent to take Poſſeſſion of Motta, a ſmall Town, 
ſituate on the Height near our leſt Wing, which thev 
perform'd. Another Detachment attack'd a Body of 
6:0 Militia, who attempted to intercept our Foragers, 
of whom they kill'd ten and took four, with eleven 
Horſcs. On the 23d, upon Advice that our Convoy was 
arriv'd in thefe Parts, the better to facilitate our Com- 
munication with the Sea, we began to mend the Roads 
on our left Wing. The ſame Day twelve Deſerters, 
among which is a Major of Horſe, came over to us ; 
the latter reports, that the Enemy loſt in the ARion 
their eldeſt Lieutenant-General Caraccioli, and two Co» 
lonels; that the Chevalier de Lede, and ſeveral Officers 


of Niſtinftion were wounded: They computed in the 


Enemy's Camp, that their Loſs amounted to 1500 Men. 
Other Neſerters from the Enemy confirm their Loſs, 
which they increaſe to 2500 Meu.

' queſs de Beretti Landi, Embaſſador of Spain at the Hague, 
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On the other Hand, the Spaniards claim'd an entire 
Victory, and pretended, that the Imperialiits had be. 
tween 7 and 8000 Men kill'd in the Action. The Mar.

caſion : He had Te Deum ſung in his Chapel, gave a

HE Vidory was com pleat, and the Cavalry, which 
could not act becauſe of the Ground, immediately

We do not know as yet the Number of 
the Priſoners, It is ſaid General Mercy is dangerouſly 
wounded, as is, on our Side, but flightly, the Chevalier 
de Lede; but the Wound of Don Juan Carracciolo is dange.- 
rous, and Brigadier Don Pedro Tancour is kill'd. Our 
Army being in the Middle, between the two Bodies of

About the Beginning of June, General Mercy caus'd 
2000 Foot and 139 Dragoons to embark on. Board ſome 
Tranſport - Veſſels, together with ſome Cannons and Mor- 
tars for Lipari; and Sir George Byng order'd ſome Gallies 
and two Fregates to convoy them thither. Their Land- 
ing was oppos'd by the Lipareſe, who kill'd ten of their 
Men, and wounded about fifty: But the Imperialiſts 
being landed, gain'd the Heights about the Town, and 
having brought their Cannon and Mortars to play upon 
it, the Inhabitants ſent out to ſurrender, as they did at 
Diſcretion : The next Morning the Caſtle ſurrender'd 
likewiſe, the Garriſon being made Priſoners of War. 

This is all the Account has been given us of the Re- 
duftion of Lipqri, which is an Iſland that lies in the 
Tyrrhene Sea, and the biggeſt of the ſeven ſmall ones, 
(for it is rather a Knot of Iſlands) call'd the Liparean, 
HAolian, or Vulcanian Iſlands, belonging to the Kingdom 
of Sicily, lying about 30 Miles to the North-Weſt of that 
Iſland, and the ſame Diſtance from Calabria to the Weſt. 
The chief City of the Iſle of Lipari was ruin'd by Bar- 
baroſſa, a Turkiſh Captain, in 1544; but has been ſince 
rebuilt, and ſecur'd by a ſtrong Caſtle call'd, La Pigna- 
tura. Lipari is alſoa Biſhop's See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Meſſina, The principal Ifland which gives Name to 
all the reſt, is ten Miles in Compaſs, very truitful, and 
well furniſh'd with Alom, Sulphur, and Bitumen : It 
has ſome hot medicinal Baths, which are much fre- 
quented, and on which Account the Antients call'd it 
Thermeſſa. Agathortes, the famous Syracuſian Tyrant, 
forc'd the Inhabitants of this Lipari to pay him 100 Ta- 
lents of Gold for their Peace, and yet afterwards robb'd 
their Temples, : 

Let us return now to Sicily, where we left the Impe- 
rial and Spaniſh Armies encamp'd near Francavilla ; 
where General Mercy having had a Fit of an Apoplexy, 
left the Camp there, and went over to Reggio for Reco- 
very of his Health; whereby the Command in Chief of 
the Imperial Army devolv'd on General Zumjungen, an 
Officer of great Capacity and Experience; who having 
receiv'd the Reinforcements he expected, decamp'd from 
Francavilla on the 17th of July, and took his Way di- 
rectly to Meſſina, withoat the leaſt Oppoſition from the

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| themſelves of the Caftles of Mattagriffone and Caftel- 
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Marqueſs de Lede. The Imperialiſts in their March 
took ſeveral Poſts, in which they kill'd or made Priſo. 
ners 300 Spaniards. On the zcth of July General Zun. 
jungen arriv'd with the Army before Meſſina, and en. 
camp'd in the Dromo, on the ſame Ground where the 
Spaniſh Army lay laſt Year when they took Meſſina. He 
immediately gave Orders for attacking the Caſtle Gon. 
2.a4za, which lies near to the Sea on the Right of the 
German Camp. It is a Fort built on the Top of a Hill, 
about three Quarters of an Italian Mile from the Town, 
and overlooks all that Side of it. Mean while Generl 
Mercy being recover'd of his Wound and Indiſpoſition, 
arriv'd in the Camp from Reggio, and having caus'd two 
Batteries, of fix Pieces of Cannon each, to be rais'd 3. 
gainſt the Caſtle Gonzaga, carry'd oh his Approaches 
without much Lofs, ſo as to ſet the Miners to work at 
the Foot of the Wall. He alſo rais'd a Battery of twelve 
Pieces of Cannon againſt the Baſtion of the Town, call' 
Secreto, and on the 5th of Auguſt, at Night, a Battery 
of eight Mortars began to play upon the Town: On 
the 7th of Auguſt the Imperialiſts took the Caſtle d 
Gonzaga; and, on the gth, the Town of Meſſina ſurren- 
der'd to them, without making any Conditions, but 
ſubmitting entirely to the Emperor's Mercy and Gene- 
roſity. On the 11th, the Spaniards abandon'd the Tower 
di Pharo, and the Britiſh Squadron, which had before 
block'd up the Mole, took Poſſeſſion of Port Paradiſ, 
near that Tower. On the 14th the Germans poſſeſs 
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lax xa, the Garriſons, conſiſting of 200 Men, ſurrender'l 
at Diſcretion, The Spaniards were likewiſe driven from 
the Monaſtery of St. Clara, from the Baſtion of that 
Name, from that of St. Blaiſe, from Fort Terranuov, 
and from the Royal Palace, where they had their Mags: 
zines. From all theſe Poſts they retir'd into the Cits 
del; the Garriſon of which conſiſts of about 3000 Re- 
gular Troops, commanded by the Marquis Spinola, Gs 
vernor; and General Mercy was preparing to attack the

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The next Gazette of the 23d of May contain'd the 
following Article : | | 

Whitehall, May 23. On the 21ſt Inftant his Grace the 
Duke of Roxburghe receiv'd Advice by an Expreſs from 
Scotland, that on the toth, two of his Majeſty's Men 
of War came before the Iſland Donan, and cannonaded 
the.Caſtle, in which were 44 Spaniards, commanded 
by Iriſh Officers: That the Spaniards mutiny'd, ſeiz'd 
their Officers, and, with the Stores of Ammunition 
and Proviſions they had there, deliver'd up themſelves 
and Officers Priſoners to the ſaid Ship: This has ſtruck 
great Terror among the reſt of the Rebels; and Ma. 
jor-General Wightman is preparing to march from Ii. 
verneſs to attack thoſe Rebels who remain in their 
Quarters, X 

A fuller Account of the taking of the Caſtle of Dy. 
nan was afterwards publiſh'd in the following Extraft 
of a Letter from Capt. Boyle, Commander of his Ms 
jeſty's Ship the Vorceſter, dated from on Board the ſaid 
Ship, lying off of Donan Caſtle, May 12, 1719. 


Eing inſorm'd that a Regiment of Spaniards, con. 
fiſting of 400 Men, with about 140 Engliſh and 
Scots Gentlemen, under the Command of the Rebel Tu 
libardine, were landed at Kintail, on the Main within 
\ Skye, it was agreed at a Conſultation held the 6th In 
ſtant, on Board his Majeſty's Ship the Aſſiſtance, that | 
ſhould proceed with the Worcefter, Exterprixe and Flan 
$orough South about Skye, while the Aſſiſtance and Dart 
mouth went North about. After parting, I gain'd far 
ther Information, that the above-mention'd Regiment 
of Spaniards lay encamp'd oppoſite to the Caſtle of IU. 
nan, and had garriſon'd that Place with a Captain, Lieu 
tenant, and 43 Men. I immediately bent my Courlt 
that Way, and arriv'd there with the other two Met 
of War on the 10th; and at nine in the Morning, I ſen 
my Lieutenant towards the Fort with a Flag of True 
to demand them to ſurrender; but they firing at tit 
Boat, he return'd. About Four in the Afternoon, a Dt: 
ſerter wav'd to us from the Side of the Camp, who be 
ing brought off, inform'd us, that the Camp was of + 
bout 4700 Men, and daily increaſing. At eight in tk 
Evening we brought our Ships to play upon the Caſiit, 
with a great Fire, under the Cover of which I detach" 
two Boats mann'd and arm'd, under the Command“ 
3 I 
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two Lieutenants, who landing at the Foot of the Caſtle, 
attack'd and took it, after a ſmall Reſiſtance. Thinking 
it proper (as the Camp lay within two Miles) to blow 
the Place up, I ſent Captain Herdman of the Enter- 
prize, on that Service, who perform'd it effetu«lly, 
after having firſt ſent off the Priſoners, with 343 Bar- 
rels of Powder, 52 Barrels of Musket-· Shot, 2c0 Weight 
each, and ſome Bags of Meal. We likewiſe burnt ſe- 
veral Barns, Oc. where they had lodg'd a Quantity of 
Corn for the Uſe of their Camp. I had ſent Captain 
Heldeſley of the Flamborough ſome Time before about 
three Leagues farther up the Lake, where I had Intelli- 
gence of a great Quantity of Ammunition being lodg'd 
near the Waterſide 3 and he had the good Fortune, upon 
his firſt appearing, to ſee the Rebels ſet Fire to a great 


Quantity of Powder and other Ammunition 3 ſo that 


we judge they are depriv'd of the greateſt Part of their 
Ammunition. 


Some Days after, the Government recei vid a more cer- 
tain Account of the Rebels, which was publiſh'd as 
follows : . 

. Edinburg, May 26. 
IS Majeſty's Ship the Flamborough, Captain Hilde- 
ey, Commander, came into Leith Road laſt Sa- 
turday in the Evening. He brought with him a Spanife 
Lieutenant, who was taken at Donan Caſtle, and who 
has given the Lord Carpenter the following Account, 
viz, That there came but two Frigates, and they brought 
but -07 Spariards, being a Detachment of 12 Men 


per Cou.\pany of Don Pedro de Coftro's Regiment of Foot, 


which conſiſts of 24 Companies, beſides two of Grena- 
diers, out of which none were detach'd: That they 
ſail'd from Port Paſſage the 8th of March, N. S. and 
landed in Kintail the 27th of April, N. S. having not 
ſeen any of the Spaniſh Fleet in their Way: A Licute- 
nant-Colonel commanded them, with ſix Captains, fix 
Lieutenants, and fix Enſigns: That none elſe came in 
theſe Frigates but three Lords with their Servants, fo 
that what other Rebel Gentlemen are with them muſt 
have been in the Country before, or have landed in o- 
ther Places: He ſays, they brought 2000 Arms, and, 
he was told, had deliver'd out 409, but he believes not 
ſo many, for he ſaw few Men with them. The Lieu- 
fcnant-Colonel was aſſur'd that 19,000 Men were theye 
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in Arms ready to join them, but finding very few, he 
Kept the two Frigates there ten Days, reſolving to go off 
again, tho' at laſt he was prevail'd with to ſtay, and to 
Jet them ſail, He judges they can have but little Am. 
munition left, and that thoſe which remain will en- 
deavour to get into the Iſles in order to make their EC 
cape. The Lord Carpenter has ſent theſe Pafiiculars 
which the Spaniſh Lieutenant appear'd to relate freely 
without any Reſerve, to Major-General Wightman, and 
order'd him, when in Kintaidl, if the Rebels ſhould be 
gone, to imbark on his Majeſty's Ships 4 or 500 Men 
to follow them, under the Command of Colonel Clay- 
ton, who was in thoſe Iſles the laſt Rebellion with a 

of Troops. Letters from Inverneſs of the 22d Inſtant 
fay, Major-General Wightman was expected there the 
next Day; and that immediately on his Arrival, the 
King's Forces would march againſt the Rebels. 


The next Account we had of them was in the Lon- 
don Gazette of the 6th of June, wherein was the fol- 
Jowing Paragraph. 

Edinburgh, May 30. Letters of the 25th Inſtant from 
Inverneſs give us Reaſon to conclude, that Major-Ge- 
neral Wightman, who arriv'd at that Place the Day be- 
fore, march'd againft the Rebels on Tueſday or Wedneſ- 
day laſt. It is believed here, the King's Forces will 
not find any Body of the Rebels together, except the 
Spaniards, in order to ſurrender. It is adviſed, that 
there are no Men of any Note with them, except ſuch 
as are attainted. As there are divers Perſons in this 
Town, Enemies to his Majeſty's Government, who have 
endea vour'd to perſwade others, that there were no Pri- 
foners taken in Donan Caſtle, it was thought proper 
that thoſe brought by the Flamborough Frigate into Leith 
Road, ſhould be landed, which was done on the 28th, 
and they march'd through the Tewn into the Caſtle. 
By Letters of the 19th from Captain Holland, Com- 
mander of his Majeſty's Ship the Aſiflance, we learn, 
that the Blow the Rebels receiv'd lately in Donan Caſtle, 
Had oblig'd them to ſhift their Quarters, and march to 
the Head of Lough Carran near Loagh Kiſſern, where the 
Dartmouth and Aſiftance are at Anchor; and that there 
often happen ſmall Encounters betwixt their Parties 
and the Ships Boats, which are employ'd to obſerve 
their Motions, and deſtroy all Embarkations of = Kind 

whatever, 
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whatever. Theſe Letters add, that there is a Difference 
between the late Marqueſs Tullibardine, Seaforth, and 
Mariſchal, upon the Point of Command; whereupon T- 
likardine was remov'd, with the Spaniards, to a Place 
three Miles diſtant from the others: A Deſerter from 
the Spaniards had aſſur'd, that they would ſurrender up- 
on the firſt Summons from a Body of regular Troops. 


About a Fortnight after, his Grace the Duke of Rox- 
burghe ireceiv'd the following Account from Major-Ge- 
neral Wightman by Expreſs, | 


Glenſhill, June 11. Eight a-Clock in the Morning. 
Eſterday I march'd from Strachiony to the Head of 
Glenfhill, a conſiderable Paſs, which, I was told, 
the Enemy had reſolv'd to defend; but upon my Ap- 
proach they deſerted that Poſt, and retir'd to cever 
their Camp, which was at another very ſtrong Paſs 
call'd Strachell. I gave them no Time, but immediate- 
ly view'd their Situation, and having made my Diſ- 
poſition, began my Attack about Five in the Afternoon, 
and a warm Diſpute was maintain'd *till paſt Eight, 
when it pleas'd God to give us an entire Victory over 
mem. Their Diſpoſitions for Defence were extraordi- 
nary, with the Advantages of Rocks, Mountains, and 
Intrenchments ; but the firm Reſolution of the King's 
Troops overcame all Difficulties, and we beat them 
through the Rocks and Paſſes quite over the Moun- 
tains, though we were not above half their Number. 
I march'd this Morning to Glenſhill, where I now am, 
and where a Spaniſh Officer is come to me with a Pro- 
poſition from the Spaniards to ſurrender as Priſoners at 
Diſcretion, which I have granted them, and they are 
to come into our Camp at Two a-Clock this Afternoon. _ 
This Spaniſk Officer tells me, that the late Lords Sea- 
forth and Mariſchal, with other attainted Perſons, im- 
bark'd this Morning, and as I now hear great Firing 
| from our Men of War, I hope they have met with 
them: The Officer alſo tells me, that the late Lord 
| Seaforth and Lord George Murray are wounded. I have 
not yet an exact Account of our Kill'd and Wounded, 
| but judge them not to exceed One hundred and fifty, 
| Officers included. By my next I ſhall fend an exa& 
| 


Liſt of our Loſs. How much the Rebels have ſuf⸗ 
fer'd is not yet perfeRly known.

Nat many Days after, a farther Account of that 
Action was publiſh'd in the London Gazette, as fol- 
Jows : a 
On the 5th Inſtant the King's Forces, under the 
Command of Major-General Wightman, began their 
March from Inverneſs, and having halted one Day at the 
Head of Lock-Ne/s, came up with the Rebels on the 
roth, about Four in the Afternoon, at a Place call'd 
the Paſs of Glenſhill, which they gave out they were 
reſol vd to defend; but upon the Approach of the King's 
Troops they immediately deſerted it, and retir'd to an- 
other Paſs call'd Strachell, where they were yet more 
advantageouſly poſted. The General having view'd 
their Situation, made his Diſpoſition for the Attack in 
the Manner following. On the Right were pofted all 
the Grenadiers under the Command of Major Milburn, 
being above 150 in Number, who were ſuſtain'd by 
Montague's Regiment, commanded by Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Lawrence, and a Detachment of 50 Men command- 
ed by Colonel Harriſon, the reſt of his Regiment being 
in Garriſon at Inverlochy ; theſe were ſupported by Huf- 
fel's Dutch Regiment, and four Companies out of Ame- 
rongen's ; this Wing had 56 of Lord Strathnaver's Men 
in the Flank, under the Command of Enſign Mac Cey, 
and the whole Wing was commanded by Colonel Clay 
ton, who adted as Brigadier upon this Occaſion. The 
Left Wing conſiſted of Clayton's Regiment, commanded 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Reading, and had on the Flank 
about fourſcore Men of the Monroes, under the Com- 
mand of Mr, Monroe of Culcairn, The Dragoons, which 
were 120 in Number, commanded by Major Robertſon, 
and had made their March from Inverneſs without the 
| Loſs of ſo much as one Horſe, or the leaſt Inconveni- 
ence to them, were order'd to keep the Road, having 
four Cohorns plac'd in their Front. The Major-Gene- 
ral himſelf was poſted in the Centre, where every one 
had free Acceſs to him for Orders. The Rebels For- 
ces conſiſted of 1640 Highlanders, beſides 300 Spani- 
ards, and a Corps, a Part of 500 Highlanders, who 
were poſted on a Hill, in order to make themſelves 
Maſters of our Baggage, it being always one of their 
chief Aims. From the Diſpoſition above-mentioned, 
it is evident, that his Majeſty's Forces actually engie 
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did not exceed 850 Men, beſides the 120 Dragoons and 
136 Highlanders. About Five, the Left Wing was or- 
der'd to begin the Attack, and the Rebels always as they 
had fir'd their Muskets, skipping off, and never ven- 
turing to come to a cloſe Engagement, were driven 
from Rock to Rock, our Men chaſing them before them 
for above three Hours, *till we gain'd the Top of the 
Hill, where they were immediately diſpers'd. We have 
not yet receiv'd any Account of their Loſs, only we 
hear, that the late Lord Seaforth and Lord George Mur- 
ray are wounded, the former in the Arm, and the other 
in the Leg. | 

On our Side there have been 21 Men kill'd, and 121 
wounded, Officers included, The King's Troops lay 
on their Arms all Night, in Order to bring off the 
Wounded, and march'd the next Morning to Glen/hill, 
where, about Two in the Afternoon, the Spaniards ſur- 
render'd Priſoners at Diſcretion, and deliver'd up all 
their Arms and Ammunition. Their Commander ſaith, 
that Seaforth and all the reſt are ſhifting for themſel ves, 
and believes they will endeavour to get off as ſoon as 
poſſible at the Sea-Port Towns, where they can hope ta 
have Friends to let them eſcape.

Lord Carpenter, dated from the Camp of Aderhanon, 
June 17, 1719. 


T Have the Spaniards Priſoners with me : The whole 


Number, Officers included, is 274; and am taking 


a Tour thro' all the difficult Parts of Seaforth's Country 
to terrify the Rebels, by burning the Houſes of the 
Guilty, and preſerving thoſe of the Honeſt. I hope to 
be on Saturday with the Troops at Inverneſs, where I 
ſhall attend your farther Orders. There are no Bodies of 
the Rebels together, unleſs ſtealing Parties in Scores up 
and down the Mountains. Seaforth, Tul/ibardine, Ma- 
riſchal, Oe. are gone to the Lewes Iſlands, as is given 
out, but we rather apprehend to the Orkneys, and no 
Numbers with them; and *tis believ'd they will go to 
Spain as ſoon as they can: They paſs'd through this 
Camp the Ivay after the Battle. | |

HE War between Great Britain and Spain, in Eu- 
rope, being to ſpread itſelf into the Weſt-[ndies, we 
think it neceſſary to give ſome Account of the Prepa- 
rations they are making in that Part of the World, 
in the Places. under the Dominion of the Crown of 
Great Britain. 

On the 7th of April, 1719, Sir Nicholas Laus, Go ver- 
nor of Jamaica, held a Council of War at St. Jago de la 
Vega, and made the following Speech to the Members 
that compos'd the ſaid Council. | 

Gentlemen, 

OU know our Royal Maſter has been pleas'd to 

declare War againſt Spain; for which Reaſon 1 
have call'd you together by the Advice of his Majeſty's 
Council, in Order to put Martial Law in Force, and 
that we may conſult and conſider the Military State and 
Condition of our, Country, and take proper Meaſures 
for our Security, and the Detence of this Iſland, againſt 
any Attempts of our Enemies. 

"Tis true, I have not any Advice of an intended 
Invaſion directly upon us; but we have Intelligence, 
that the Spaniards are equipping and arming many Veſ- 
ſels at the Havana, Trinidad, Vera Cruz., St. Domingo, 
and Porto Rica, which ought to alarm us ſo far, as to 
be upon our Guard, and to take Care of our Coaſts and 
remote Settlements by the Sea- ſide, which lie moſt to the 
Inſults of every Privateer and little Pickoroon, The Mi- 
litia of this Iſland had formerly the Reputation of being 
the beſt diſciplin'd and fitteſt for Service of any in his 
Majeſty's Dominions ; how it happens we have loſtthat 
advantageous Character, and are ſunk into the low State 
and Condition we are at preſent in, yourſelves beſt know; 
but, in my Opinion, 'tis the Canſequence of too much 
Indulgence in the ſhort Peace we have had, and the Neg: 
le of your Duties, in not diſcharging the Truſt re- 
pos'd in you by the Crown, for the Honour thereof, and 
your own Security, Far Remedy thereof, I carneſily 
recommend tu you, for his Majeſty's. Service, and the 
Protection of this his Iſland, diligently to ſee: the Milt 
tia Law executed in all its Parts; that every Perſon, 
capable of bearing Arms, be duly liſted into. ſome Troop 


or Company; and that they appear upon all u 
we 
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well equipp'd with Arms and Ammunition fit for Ser- 
vice, and ha ve at their reſpective Habitations ſuch Stores 
of Powder and Ball as the Law directs, and this I hope 
you will perform with that Impartiality and Vigour as 
becomes loyal Subjects and Lovers of our Country. 

The Articles of War you may review, alter, or a- 
mend as you pleaſe, — The general Rules and Orders, 
in Caſe of Alarms and Invaſions, you may inſpect and 
eſtabliſh as you think fit.. My Self and Council have 
taken all poſſible Care to repair the Fortifications on 
Fort- Royal z and 1 have addrets'd the Miniſters at Home 
for an Engineer to be ſent upon the Eſtabliſhment to over- 
ſee the Works, and dirett where to erect new Ones; and 
alſo demanded all the neceſſary Stores of War we ſtand 
in Need of. I think the Rock Line, and the decay'd Fort 
of Carliſle Bay is worthy your immediate Conſideration, 
and whatever elſe you think proper to Pore con ſi- 
ſtent with his Majeſty's Honour, and the Preſervation 
of this Colony, you may depend upon my Concurrence 
in every Thing agreeable to my Duty, and the true In. 
tereſt of the Country; for nothing can make me Eaſy 
here, and my Poſterity happv heicafter with yours, but 
the flouriſning Condition and the continual Welfare of 

amaica. | 

Then his Excellency recommended to them to conſi- 
der of the moſt proper Methods to fecure the land from 
any Invaſion or Attempts from the Enemy, and pro- 
pos d to the Board to put Martial Law in Force for ſome 
Time, that an Account might be taken of what Condi- 
tion the People of the Iſland are in, and how they are 
provided with Arms, Ammunition, Oc. to make De- 
fence in Caſe of an Invafion. Upon this there 'aroſe a 
Debate, and the Queſtion being put, Whether Martial 
Law ought to be immediately put in Force for ſome Time, 
it piſs'd in the Negative, by a Majority of ſix Votes 
viz, eleven to five. His Excellency likewiſe propos 
the ſame Queſtion to the Council of the Ifland, where 
it alſo paſs'd in the Negative, five to one. 

In the Council of War his Excellency appointed the 
following Perſons to be Field-Officers in the ſeveral 
Regiments of the INland.

INCE our laſt Meeting, my Maſter King George 
has, with other great Potentatzs, engag'd in a jul 
War againſt Spain ; and I expect immediate Orders to 
proclaim. it in the Provinces under my Command. 

' Iam well pleas'd with the new Works that have been 
order'd to be done at the Caſtle by the laſt Aſſembly, 


which will be of great Service to us, if any Enemy 


ſhould approach our Harbour; and I will earneſtly re. 
commend to the Town, that their Batteries, which are 
in a miſerable defenceleſs Condition, be repair'd, that 
they may be ſerviceable alſo. 

I muſt obſerve to you, that the King has been gr: 
ciouſly pleas'd to take off the Duty from your Number; 
I hope we ſhall always do Things worthy of this ant 
all other Royal Favours and Priyileges which we at *

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ſent enjoy, ſo that they may de long continu'd to us, in 
which you ſhall conſtantly have the Concurrence of our 
utmoſt Endeavours. 

Gentlemen, , | 

You are now met for the Buſineſs of the preſent 
Year, to enquire into, and reſolve upon, what may be 
for the Honour of his Majeſty's Government, and the 
Peace and Welfare of the Province; and therefore I 
hope you will lay aſide all Animoſities and Heats, and 
act with Concord, Zeal, and Faithfulneſs to your Coun- 
try, in this critical Juncture. 

It was a great Satisfaction to me to obſerve in the laſt 
Aſſembly, ſo good an Agreement as to the publick Inte- 
reſt, and ſo little of a private and Party Spirit. 

I hope this Aſſembly will not come ſhort of it, but 
will even try to exceed them on that Account. 

What our Wants are, we all well know; if therefore 
proper Meaſures can be propos'd to relieve us, I ſhall 
with great Chearfulneſs purſue them. | 

I muſt likewiſe obſerve to you, that as his Majeſty is 
always inculcating in his Speeches from the Throne, 
the Sanction of Parliamentary Securities, and the Dan- 
ger of poſtponing them, which conſtantly ſupports the 
Credit of Great Britain, ſo I think myſelf in Duty bound 
to give you the ſame Advice, and muſt affirm, that who- 
ever endeavours to break into ſuch Ads of this Province, 
is attempting entirely to ruin the publick Credit of all 
general Councils, and alſo of this Country. 

I hope what I now ſay will not only prevent any 
Motion of ſo fatal a Conſequence, but will alſo engage 
you, if any ſuch Breach has been formerly made, to take 
effettual Meaſures to make it up again. 

It ſeems to me, that it would be to our Service, that 
in this Aſſembly the moſt weighty and important Affairs 
pf the Province ſhould firſt fall under Conſideration, the 
Houſe being then full; and afterwards the Matters of 
leſſer Moment. | 

Gentlemen, 

J have nothing farther to add, but to acquaint you, 
that the ſmall Body of Men that march'd to the Eaſtward 
ior the Protection of his Majeſty's good Subjects there, 
has had the deſir'd Effect; and the Indians do not ſeem

bliſhment of Commerce in the Baltick, and the ba 
common Advantages of the Neutral Powers and Towns be 
concern'd therein, hath given Orders to all his Mini. WD 
ſters and Agents reſiding on his Part, as well with the 
ſaid Powers as in the Neutral Towns, to declare to them, 
that his Majeſty is reſolv'd to grant an entire Freedom 
of Navigation to their trading Subjects, and to permit 
their Merchant-Ships freely to go to and return from 
the Ports belonging to the Crown of Sweden, with all 
Sorts of Merchandizes, none excepted ; and that he 
will, conformably hereto, expreſly forbid all his Men 
of War and Privateers to give the leaſt Hindrance to 
their Navigation. His Majeſty, however, grants all 
theſe Advantages, upan Condition, that the above-men- 
tion'd Neutral Powers and Towns do diſpoſe Sweden to 
grant them the ſame Freedom of Navigation to the Ports 
of his Czariſh Majeſty, fituate in the Baltick and in the 
North Sea, and to permit their Merchant-Ships freely 
to go to and return from them, with all Sorts of Mer- WW: 
chandizes ; and that the ſaid Crown do forbid all her 
Men of War and Privateers, not only to take the Mer- Wl! 
chant-Ships which. ſhall go to or return from his 
Majeſty's ſaid Ports, but any Way to moleſt their Na- 
vigation. TT, | 
If the ſaid Neutral Powers and Towns do obtain 
from Sweden this equal and reciprocal Freedom of Na- 
vigation in the reſpective Ports of both Parties, with- 
out Exception of any Merchandizes ; then his Czariſh 
Majeſty will obſerve it on his Part, and will order his 
Men of War and Privateers to ſuffer to paſs freely all 
the Ships of the ſaid Neutral Powers and Towns, whick 
mall go to or return from Sweden; and will forbid all 
His Men of War and Privateers to give the leaſt Hin- 
drance to their Navigation. | 
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If, on the other Hand, Sweden ſhould grant to the ſaid 
Neutral Powers and Towns Freedom of Navigation to 
the Ports of his Czariſh Majeſty, with the Except ion 
of any kind of Merchandize, to which ſhe may gitve 
the Name of Counterband, and ſhould thereupon ca'uſe 
the Ships laden therewith to be taken ; in this Cade, 
his Czariſh Majeſty reſerves to himſelf the ſame Libet- 
ty, and will order his Men of War and Privateers to ſuf- 
er to paſs freely all the Ships of the ſaid Neutral Pow ers 
and Towns which ſhall be bound to Sweden, excepting 
with ſuch Merchandizes as may be reckon'd Counter- 
band; and, on the contrary, will cauſe all ſuch as ſhall 
be laden therewith, to be ſearch'd and taken without 
Diſtineion, 

In a Word, his Czariſh Majeſty is willing to grant 
equally all that Sweden thall grant upon this Occafion '; 
And if the Neutral Powers and Towns ſhould take no 
Care to propoſe to Sweden, nor make any Effort to ob- 
tain of her the ſaid reciprocal Freedom of Navigation 3 
and conſequently, that that Crown ſhould go on, as for - 
merly, to diſturb the Freedom of Commerce to Ruſſia : 
Then his Majeſty will uſe Repriſals, and will order his 
Men of War and Privateers to take and carry into his 
Ports the Ships of the ſaid Neutral Powers and Towns, 
with all their Cargoes and Merchandizes, whether 
bound to or returning from Sweden, And the ſaid Powers 
and Towns may not impute any Thing herein to his 
Czariſh Majeſty, ſince it would be inſupportable, as 
well as unjuſt, for him to ſee the Enemy enjoy alone 
all the Advantages of Commerce, and enrich himſelf 
with Captures, which furniſh him with Means of per- 
petuating the War. 

Whertas this Declaration takes no Notice of any but 
the Subjects of Neutral Countries and Towns, and paſſes 
over in Silence thoſe of his Czariſh Majeſty's Allies 5 
the Reaſon is, becauſe the ſaid Allies are of courſe ob- 
lig d, by their Alliances with his Majeſty, and by the 
Rules of War, to forbid all Commerce with Sweden, as 
with their common Enemy; to do her all imaginable 
Prejudice, either in Commerce, or any other Way; and 
prevent her reaping any Manner of Advantage. Where- 
bore it is hereby expreſly declar'd, that their Ships ſhall 
at no Time be permitted to go and traffick in Sweden 3 
and that ſuch of them as ſhall be met, either going thi- 
ner or returning. back, by his Czariſh Majefly's m—_

The Letter to my Lord Chancellor was as follows: 
My Lord, Whitehall, July 2, 1719. 


Onſieur de Weſſzlowski, Minifter of the Czar of 
Muſcovy, having complain'd that John Rotherham, 
Eſq; one of the Juſtices of the Peace of the County of 
Middleſex and City and Lyberty of Veſtminſter, has 
committed to Priſon the Sicur Afonaſſief, his Secretary, 
altho” he had ſent to the ſaid Juſtice of the Peace, to let 
him know, that the ſaid Afonaſſief had a Right to ſhare 
the Privileges allow'd by the Laws to Foreign Miniſters 
and their Servants, and had even offer'd to give Satis- 
faction for any Wrong which his ſaid Secretary might 
have done; and that, moreover, the. ſaid Mr. Rother- 
hom had accompany'd this Proceeding with aggravating 
Circumſtances, particularly, by ſending an outragious 
and injurious Meſſage to the ſaid Miniſter: Their Ex- 
cellencies, the better to preſerve the good Correſpon- 
dence between his Majeſty" and the Czar, and to culti- 
rate the Friendſhip between the two Nations, as alſo out 
of the Regard they have for the Character of a Miniſter . 
from a Prince in Alliance with his Majeliy, have thought 
proper, that in order to give Sitisfaftion, and, in ſome 
Meaſure, make a Reparation to the ſaid Miniſter for the 
Affront put on him, the above-mention'd Mr. Rotherham 
be put out of the reſpective Commiſſion of ſuſtice of the 
Peace for the ſaid County and Liberty. This, my Lord, 
is what their Excellencies have commanded me to ſigni- 
iy to you, that you may be pleas'd to give the neceſfary 
Orders accordingly.

Ince we and our Predeceſſots have liberally beſtow'd 
Titles of Honour on Perſons eminent for Arts and 
Qualifications proper to a peaceable Reign, we judge it 
reaſonable that military V irtue, which ſeems, for ſeve. 
ral Years paſt, to have been a principal Support of the 
Government, ſhould be diſtinguiſh'd by due Rewards, 
For this Reaſon eſpecially, we have thought fit to 


advance our faithful and beloved George Carpenter, Eſq; 


Lieutenant-General of our Armies, to the Peerage of 
this Kingdom ; a Perſon, who having apply'd himſelf 
early to the Profeſſion of Arms, has paſs'd through all 
military Employs, to the Rank he now bears, by ſlow 
and gradual Promotions, his Services always preceding 
his Advancement ; when Britain was deliver'd from ar- 
bitrary Power, he readily embrac'd the Intereſts of the 
Revolution, and ſerv'd under King Williamof glorious 
Memory, firll in the Reduction of this Kingdom, and af. 
terwards in Flanders, behaving himſelf as a brave and 
induſtrious Officer: After the ſhort Interval of an unſaſe 
Peace, the War breaking out again with greater Vio- 
lence, and ſpreading itſelf almoſt through all Europe, 
Spain was the Scene of his Services; Earl Stanhope, chief 
Commander of the Britiſh Forces in that Kingdom, free- 
ly imparted to him his Deſigns, and in the Execution of 
them ſucceſsſully experienc'd his Courage and Conduct: 
When the General's Preſence was requir'd in England, 
he intruſted him with the Command of his Troops, as 
being fully aſſur'd, that the publick Cauſe would ſuffer 
no Diſadvantage by his Management; for his Diligence 
and Circumſpection in performing the Duties of his 
Employment, were no leſs remarkable than his Conſtan- 
cy arid Prefence of Mind in the Time of Action, and 
moſt imminent Danger: By his Integrity, Prudence,

Majeſty : We have had a Proof of his Loyalty and Abi- 


lities in an Inſtance very beneficial to the Publick ; for 
when Sedition, which was ſeaſonably repreſs'd in other 
Flaces, had taken Root in the County of Northumberland, 
and there broke out into open Rebellion, he, by our 
Command, haſten'd thither, to extinguiſh this W

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of Civil War, though with unequal Numbers; he pre- 
vented the Rebels ſeizing Newcaftle, intended by them 
fr their Place of Arms, hinder'd their marching into 
Yorkſhire, and at laſt, having overtaken them at Preſton, 
where they were inveſted by other of our Troops, block d 
them up more cloſely, and oblig'd them, to ſurrender ; * 
by which Succeſs, Peace was reſtor'd to England, which 
much conduc'd to the ſubduing the Rebels in Scotland. 
For theſe Reaſons, that a Perſon ſo well deſerving of 
Britain and Ireland, ally'd by Marriage to a noble Fami- 
ly of that Kingdom, may from himſelf tranſmit an Ho- 
nour to his Poſterity, we create him a Peer, Oc.

Lthough I ought always to preſume, from the in- 

finite Wiſdom of this High and Mighty Repub- 
lick, that the is not like to adhere to the violent So- 
licitations of the Enemies Miniſters, on the Subject 
of the pretended Quadruple Alliance, and eſpecially 
when their Reſource is viſibly fallen, ſince the King,

theleſs believ'd it my Duty not to remain in Silence, 
while the others ſpeak ſo loud, and pulh fo ſtrongly 
their Impatierice, without any Neceſſity, of which it 
i; eaſy, however, to know the Myſtery.
